this See from the Year 1070 till 10899, and enlarg d and adorn d by his 
Suoceſſor Anſelm. Neither was that Structure very durable, for we find 
it again deſtroy d in 1130 but after all theſe Calamities, it was laſtly 
re- edify d by the Monks of St. Benedict, to whom it belong'd, at their 
own proper Coſt and Charges, in the ſame manner as it is now to be 
ſeen, having ſtood to this. preſent” Year 1719, the full Tm of 535 
Years, without any viſible Token of Decay, except what has been late- 
ly made in the South End of the upper South-Croſs-Ifle, by the needleſs 
opening of Paſſages there into a Church that is underneath this Noble 
Pile, and made uſe of by the H/aloors. During the firſt Ages, this Ca- 
thedral went by the Name of Chrif#-Church ; but when it was laſt rebuilt, 
the Monks dedicated it to St. Thomas of Canterbury, vulgarly call'd 
Thomas Becket, who had therein been murder'd. 


It isa moſt and beautiful Structure, built in the Form of a 
double Croſs. At the Weſt End there is a ſtately Portico leading into 
the Church, and anthe on the ſame End ſtand twotufty Loyers. 
The Body of the Church is ſupported by 14 large Columns, ſeveh on 
each Side, dividing the Nave or Middle from the two Side-Iſles, being 
65 Paces in Length. There is an Aſcent of x5 Steps from the Body of 
the Church to the Choir, an Exaltarion ſeldom ſeen in any other Church, 
and therefore under the ſaid Choir 1s contriy'd another very decent 

urch, which, as we obſerv'd before, is now made uſe of by the 

allows. Beyond the Choir is another Aſcent, and there is a ſpacious 
Chapel, as uſual in Cathedrals, form'd in a Semi-Circle. 


Somner tells us, that there were formerly 25 Altars in this Church; 


but Mr. Battely, in his Additions to Sommer, reckons up 37. There 
are in it many fair Monuments, but the moſt beautiful of them 
are thoſe of King Henry IV, and Queen Joan his Conſort ; Ed- 
ward the Black Prince; Margaret, Daughter of Thomas Earl of Hol- 
land, and many of Archbiſhops and other illuſtrious Perſons. The 
Shrine of St. Thomas aforeſaid having been utterly deſtray'd by King 
Henry VIII, it is needleſs to ſay much of it: Only this is worth obſer- 
ving, that, as appears by the Maſticor, the Ornaments alone of Gold 
ſet with Gems, which were about this Shrine, when taken away by 
that King, fill'd two Cheſts, which fix or eight of the ſtrongeſt Men

It has two Arch-Deacons, the one of Wincheſter, the other of Surrey:

Theſe Prelates are always Chancellors to the See of Canterbury, and, as 
has been hinted before, were Prelates of the Order of the Garter ever 
ſince the firſt Inſtitution thereof by King Edward III: They were alſo 


formerly reputed Earls of Southampton, being ſo ſtil'd in the Statutes of 


the Otder of the Garter, made by King Henry VIII, and therefore they 
ſill have Precedence above other Biſhops, next to thoſe of London and 


Durham. To conclude, it was once ſo great as to obtain a Grant from 
the Pope to be made an Archbiſhoprick, and 7 of the Suffragans of Can- 


terbury to be allotted to it; but that Project came to nothing. 
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\THELBERT, King of Kent, about the Year 627, by the Ad- 
FE. vice of St. Auguſtin the Monk, who had made a Convert of him 
to the Chriſtian Faith, firſt built a Church#at Ely, and appointed 
roper Clergy to perform the Divine Service there; but Penda, the Pagan 
King of Mercia, afterwards drove them away, and deſtroy'd the Place.

the Number of 10, during the Space of 139 Years. In 1018, being the 
gth of Henry I, Richard, the 11th Abbat, prevail'd with that Monarch 
to erect that Abby into a Biſhoprick, which was accordingly perform'd 
by the Authority of Pope Paſchl} whoſe Bull, and the Letters Patents 
of King Henry aforeſaid, ma be ſeen in the Monaſticon Anglicanum. The 
Abbey had been before much enrich d by Grants of ſeyeral Kings, and of 
other pious Perſons. This Place having been before within the Dioceſe 
of Lincoln, that Prelate had the Manors of Spalding, Bigghſwad and Bug- 
den given him in lieu of his Juriſdiction. The Church now ſtanding was 
erected by ſeveral Biſhops ; the Weſt Part by Biſhop Geofry Ridal, in the 
Reign of King Henry II, and the Choir and Lanthorn by Biſhop Hugh 
Norwald, under King Henry III; all finiſh'd by Biſhop John Fordham, in 
the Days of King Richard II.

ford. There had been before a Biſhop of Sidnacefter, la Place of which 
no Memory now remains, but the bare Name; but this Biſhoprick was 
not laſting, being ſoon united to Dorcheſter aforeſaid, by which means 
it became a Dioceſe of the teſt Extent of any in this Nation, con- 
taining that which now belongs to the Biſhops of Wincheſter, Lincoln, 
Salisbury, Oxford, Briſtol, Wells, Lichfield, Cheſter, and Exeter, the Pre- 
late hereof being called Biſhop of the Weſt-Saxwns, though he had under 
him alſo the Mercians. However, this great Biſhoprick was by degrees 
divided into thoſe abovemention'd ; yet the See continued at Dorcheſter 
till in the Year 1075, and the Reign of King William the Conqueror, in 
a Council held at London under — *. Archbiſhop of Canterbury, a Ca- 
non was made, by which all Biſhops were enjoined to live in the moſt 
noted and confpicuous Places in their Dioceſes, whereupon ſeveral Bi- 
ſhops did then accordingly remove their Sees. St. Remigius being then 
Biſhop of Dorcheſter, purchaſed Lands at the top of the City of Lincoln, 
near the Caſtle, and there built a ſtrong and beautiful Church, which 
he dedicated to the Queen of Virgins, that built by St. Paulinus being 
then quite ruined, ſo that this Cathedral is of no greater Antiquity than 
we ſpeak of. The Archbiſhop 6f York laid ſome Claim to this Place, 
but it was not then regarded, and afterwards given againſt him. The 
Church built by Remigius being not long after defac'd by Fire, was re- 
pe and beautify'd by Alexander, one of his Succeſſors, about the 


ear 1123, in the Reign of King Henry I. but perfected as now it is by 


St. Hugh, under King Henry II. with the help of ſome of his Succeſlors. 
The Grants of Kings and other pious Perſons, to this Church, are very 
numerous; and, among the reſt, there are no leſs than 6 Charters of 
King Stephen, and 10 of King Henry II. to be ſcen in Dugdale s Mona- 
flicon Anglicanum ; as are alſo the Bulls of Pope Honorius, dated 1125, 
and Pope Innocent, dated 1138, reciting and confirming all Donations 
made to the ſame; where the Curious may likewiſe find an exact In- 
ventory of the Jewels, Veſtments, and other Ornaments, in the Reve- 
ſtry of the ſaid Church, taken in the Year 1537, 28 Hen. VIII. and 
another of the ſeventh Year of King Edward VI. when ſome ſmall 
Remains of the former were {till left, but ſince all ſquandered and de- 
ſtroyed. 

The Prelates of this Place, including thoſe before the Removal of 
the See from Dorcheſter, from Birinus the Firſt to this Year 1719, are 72 ; 
but if we exclude the 20 of Dorcheſter, whilſt they continued there, 
they will be reduced to 52. The vaſt Extent of this Dioceſe before- 
mentioned has been reduced at ſeveral times ; as for Inſtance, the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Ely was taken out of it by King Henry I. thoſe of Pererbo- 
rough and Oxford, by King Henry VIII. and ſtill it is the largeſt Dioceſe 
in all the Kingdom, containing the whole Counties of Lincoln, Leiceſter, 
Huntingdon, Bedford, Buckingham, and Part of Hartfordſbire; wherein are 
1255 Pariſhes, whereof 577 are Impropriations ; to govern which, under 
the Dioceſan there are 6 Archdeacons, viz. of Lincoln, ee, Bedfords 
Buckingham, Sou, and Huntingdon. Of the number ps aforeſaid, 
there have been 3 Saints, 1 Cardinal, 6 Lords Chancellors, 1 Lord 
Treaſurer, 1 Lord Keeper, 4 Chancellors of the Univerſity of Oxford, 
2 of Cambridge. The Arms of the Biſhoprick are, Gules, two Lions 
paſſant gardant Or, on a Chief Azare, our Lady ſitting with her Babe, 
Crown and Scepter of the ſecond. It is valued in the King's Books at 
8941. 19s. 154. The preſent Biſhop is Dr. Edmund Gibſon.

1 S Biſhoprick having two Cathedrals, it will be requiſite to ſay 
ſomething of them diſtinctly. Lichfield is one of the moſt beau- 
tiful Churches, tho* much impaired, like all other things, by Time and 
Age. It was fgunded by Ofwy, King of Northumberland, in the Year 


657, when he ſlain Penda, the Pagan King of Mercia, ſubdued his 
Kingdom, and converted the Inhabitants to the Faith of Chriſt. It 
was a Cathedral from the firſt Foundation, and Hedda the ſevenrh Bi- 
ſhop thereof is alſo ſaid to have been the Founder, in the Year 700; 
but whether he finiſhed what King Ofwy had begun, or rebuile it from 
the Ground, does not appear. That ancient Church was quite pulled 
down by Neger de Clinton, the thirty - third Biſhop of this Dioceſe, about 


the Year 1148, and this which is now ſtanding built off the Ground.

= Chriſtian Sovereign of the Merciant. Oſher, a Perſon of great 
Worth, who governed the Province of Wiccia under the ſaid King Ethel- 
red, being deſirous that his Government might be honoured with the 


Preſence of a peculiar Biſhop of its own, adviſed his Sovereign to divide 


his Dominions into ſeveral Dioceſes. That good Prince being deſirous 
to promote the Chriſtian Cauſe, prevailed with 7 heodore Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, to repair to him, by whoſe Dire&ion the Mercian Kingdom 
was divided into five Biſhopricks, whereas before it was all under one 
Prelate. Worcefter having been a conſiderable City in the Time of the 
Britons and under the Romans, was appointed the Reſidence of one of 
the ſaid five Biſhops, in the Year 679; and Talfrith, a venerable Man

In the Choir, 
in all reſpects. anſwerable to the reſt of the Church, is the Tomb of 
King John, his Statue | 1 it in the Royal Robes, of very fine 
Marble. There is alſo the Tomb of Arthur Prince of Wales, eldeſt Son 
to King Henry VII. | 3 

In this Dioceſe is contained all Worceſterſhire and Part of Warwickſhire, 
wherein are 241 Pariſhes, and of them 71 impropriate. There is but 
one Archdeacon, which is of Worceſter. This is remarkable of this See, 
that it has never been removed fince the firſt Foundation, but ever 
continued in a flouriſhing Condition, and was ſcarce ever vacant, unleſs 
when it was given in commendam to Dr. Hooper then Biſhop of Gloceſter; 
ſo that there have been from the firſt to this preſent Year 1719, 93 
Prelates. When the See of Canterbury, in former times, was in its 

ateſt Splendour, and that Metropolitan in the higheſt Veneration, 
the Suffragan Biſhops look'd upon it as an Honour to bear Offices 
under him, and then the Biſhops of Worceſter were peculiar Chaplains 
to the ſaid Metropolitan, and by their Office to ſay Maſs in all Aſſem- 
blies of the Clergy where he was preſent. It is valued in the King s 
Books at 10491. 16s. 31 d. and has yielded to the Church 4 Saints, 4 
Chancellors to the Kingdom of England, 1 to the Queen, and 1 to 
Normandy, 3 Lords Treaſurers, 1 Lord Preſident of # ales, and 1 Vice-

BATH and E LLS. 


HES E two Cities and Cathedrals make but one Dioceſe, the 

See whereof was originally at Wells, tho' generally laſt named, 

and is there at this time ; but becauſe it has been tormerly removed to 

Bath, both the Names have continued in the Title, and therefore it 
will be requiſite to ſay ſomething of each of them apart. 

The earlieſt Account we have of this Church is, that it was built 
by Ina, King of the Weſt-Saxons, in the Year 704, the City of Wells 
being of no great Antiquity, firſt called Tidington, and little known till 
the Fr Monaſtery was built. Afterwards Kenulph, or Cynefolf, Suc- 
ceſſor to the aforeſaid Monarch, endowed that Monaſtery with ſeveral 
Lands mentioned in his Charter, which he ſays therein, he did for the 
Love of God, to attone for his Sins, and on account of ſome Vexation 
of his Enemies of the Corniſh Nation. It was then dedicated to St. An- 
drew, and no more than a Convent of Monks. It was raiſed to the 
Dignity of a Cathedral by King Edward the Elder, about the Year 
905, when three new Sees were erected by that Prince and Phlegmund 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, of which number this was one, Adelm Abbot 
of Glaſtenbury being the firſt Prelate. The wicked Earl Harold, in the 
Reign of Edward the Confeſſor, robbed this Church of all its Revenues, 
and when he ſet up for King, obliged the Biſhop to fly for his Life ; 
but King Wiliam the Conqueror reſtored all that had been taken from it. 

ohn de Villula the 16th Biſhop, having purchaſed the City of Bath of 
King Henry I. then reigning, transferred the Epiſcopal See thither. Ro- 
bert the 18th Biſhop, finding the Church of Wells either decayed or not 
beautiful enough, began to build a new one on the ſame Ground, and 
performed the moſt of it, but the ſame was finiſhed by Joceline de Wells, 
the 21ſt Biſhop, in the Reign of King John, and is the ſame moſt beau- 
tiful Structure ſtanding at this time; the Front of it adorned with an 
infinite number of Statnes, ſtanding in five Rows of Niches, beſides 
abundance of-curious carved Work, now ſomewhat impaired by length 
of Time, but much more defaced by the Diabolical pretended Zeal of 
Fanatick People, whoſe Malice is levelled at all Monuments of Anti- 
quity, how venerable ſoever. Savarick the 2oth Biſhop being at the 
ſame time Abbot of Glaſtonbury, removed the See thither, and ſtiled 
himſelf Biſhop of Glaſtonbury. which continued no longer than his Life, 
his next Succeſſor Joceline beforementioned reſtoring it again to Bath. 


As for the Church of Bath, it appears to have been firſt built by 
King Oſric, in the Year 676, with the Advice and Aſſiſtance of Theodore 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and with it a Monaſtery of Nuns, to whom 
it belonged, which not long after had ſome Lands conferred on it bY 
one Ethelmod. In Proceſs of Time, that Church came into the Poſſeſ 
ſion of Secular Canons, but after what manner is uncertain, unleſs it 


was after the Danes had deſtroyed the Nunnery. In the Days of the 


famous King Edgar, there were Monks in this Place, inſtead of the 
Canons, and perhaps placed there by that King, who was a great Be- 
nefactor to the Monaſtery, It has been ſaid above, that John the 16th 
Biſhop of Well,, tranſlated his See from that City to this; he alſo 
pulled down the old Church, and built one more beautiful in the Place, 
where he as alſo buried. The Church which is now ſtanding was 
founded by Oliver King the 41ſt Biſhop, and afterwards carried on and 
finiſhed by the Priors of the Monaſtery. The See tranſlated hither, as 
has been ſaid, continued in this Place without any Interruption, except 
that abovementioned, during the Life of Biſhop Savarick, till the Reign 
of King Henry VIII. when all the Monaſteries, and among them that 


of Bath being ſuppreſs d, the Epiſcopal See was again transferred to 
Wells, where it continues. Upon the Remoyal of the Biſhop from - 


Melli to Bath, there aroſe a Controverſy between the Monks of Bath 
and the Canons of Well, about the Election of the Biſhop, which was

this manner, That from thenceforward the Biſhop ſhould take his Title 
from both Places, «but the Precedency in the Stile to be given to Bath;

AT the firſt planting of Chriſtianity in this Nation, there were but 
few Biſhopricks, and there being at that time ſeven Saxon Mo- 
narchs, as each of them was converted to the Faith, he had one Biſhop 
appointed, whoſe ſjuriſdiction extended all over that Dominion; but the 
number of the Faithful encreaſing, the zealous Monarchs grew ſenſible 
that thoſe Dioceſes were too large for the Prelates to be able to per- 
form their Duty in all Parts thereof, and therefore thought fit to en- 
creaſe their Number, and conſequently to divide thoſe too extenſiye 
Dioceſes. This was the Caſe of the Kingdom of the Weſt-Saxons, 
which had but one Biſhop, whoſe Juriſdiction was as large as the King- 
dom, containing the Counties of Cornwall, Devon, Dorſet, Somerſet, Wilts, 
Southampton and Berks, King ina, about the Year 705, firſt divided this 


into two Dioceſes, the one to have its See at Wincheſter, as before, and

the other at Sherburn; to which laſt were ſubje& the Counties of Dorſet, 
Somerſet, Wilts, Devon and Cornwal, the former retaining the other Coun- 
ties abovementioned. Some time after the Dioceſe of Sherburn was 
again ſubdivided, and out of it came again thoſe of Hells, Cridington, 
St. Germains, and Wilton. There had been 25 Biſhops of Sherburn, when 
Ethelſtan was made the firſt Biſhop of Hilton, in the Year gos, and there 
the See continued till Herman the 1 1th of thoſe Prelates, who, purſuant 
to an Order of King William the Conqueror, That all Biſhops ſhould re- 
fide in the beſt Cities within their reſpe&ive Dioceſes, removed from 
Wilton to Old Sarum, a Place now gone to Ruine, which then ſtood on 
the top of the Hill, and there this Biſhop began to build a Cathedral,

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ation, removed the See again to a Place then called Meryfield, now Sa- 
lubury, or New Sarum, where he founded the Cathedral now ſtanding, 
about the Year 1220, which was not finiſhed till thirty Years after his 
Death, by Giles Bridport the roth Biſhop of Sarum, or the 2oth, in- 
cluding thoſe of Milton. Here the See has continued to this Day under 
78 Prelates, according to molt Catalogues, which take in, to make up 
the Succeſſion, the 25 Biſhops of Sherburn. This Church is one of the 
moſt beautiful that can be ſeen, and conſequently much admired by all 
that behold it, and is reported to have as many Doors as there are 
Months in the Year, as many Chapels as there are Weeks, (this Parti-, 
cular was in former Days,) as many Windows as there are Days, and 
as many Marble Pillars as Hours. The Steeple is very lofty, and on 
it a Spire of a vaſt Height; but this is moſt remarkable, that at a 
Fmall diſtance from the Church there is another fine Steeple ſtanding by 
it ſelf, with a Spire on it alſo, and there the Bells hang. 
„ 


The whole Expence of building this Church is ſaid to have been 
420000 Marks. The Steeple is 410 Foot high, which is twice the 
Height of the Monument in London, and 185 Foot higher than Bow- 
Steeple ; founded upon four ſmall Columns of co Foot in Height. The 


Thickneſs of the Steeple in Stone is but 9 Inches, with Stair- Caſes. in 


each Angle of the Tower only 6 Inches thick. The Windows are very 
light, as not being darkned by Tranſomes and Mullions. The whole 
Structure is a moſt beautiful Piece of Architecture. 

On the South ſide of it is a noble Cloiſter, 160 Foot ſquare ; the 
inner Cloiſter is 30 Foot wide, with 10 Arches on each ſide. The Top 
is vaulted and covered with Lead. Over the Eaſt-fide Walk of the 
Cloiſter ſtands a very ſpacious Library, and next to that the Chapter- 
Houſe, a curious Piece, being an Octogon of 50 Foot Diameter, ha- 
ving an arched Roof, ſupported by a very ſmall Pillar in the Center ; 
and round the inſide, on a Freeze under the Windows, is repreſented 
in Stone the Hiſtory of the Old Teſtament. | 

The Nave of the Church is 45 Foot broad from Out to Out, and 
80 Foot high; the Side-Ifles in Height and Breadth juſt the Half 
of the Nave. The whole Length is 400 Foot; on the Outſide it is 
88 Foot high to the Top of the Battlements, and 116 Foot to the Top 
of the Roof. At the Eaſt End of the Choir there is a Chapel with a 
Paſſage that is 66 Foot in the Clear, which added to, the Nave with 
the des, makes the whole Length 478 Foot. To the Battlements 
of the Tower the Height is 207 Foot. . 

There now remain in this Church a Dean, a Chanter, a Chancellor, 
a Treaſurer, 3 Archdeacons, of Berks, of Sarum, and of Wilſhire; - a 
Subdean, a Subchanter, 45 Prebends, + of which are Reſidentiary, com- 
monly called Canons, & whom the Dean is one. There are alſo 6 Vi-

THE utmoſt Antiquity of this Biſhoprick has been hinted at in 
the Account above of Salisbury; but the firſt Original of the 
Church there is not ſo eaſily to be found. The ancienteſt Church we 


have any Account of, ſtanding within that now called S. Peter's Choſe, 


did belong to a Nunnery then ſtanding where the Dean's Houſe now is. 
What became of theſe Nuns, whether their Monaſtery was abandon'd, 
or otherwiſe, does not appear ; but it is doubtleſs, that there was af- 
terwards a Convent of Monks in that Place, whilſt the Britons were 
poſſeſſed of it. King Athelſtan afterwards took this City from the ſaid 
Britons, made it his Reſidence, changed the Name from Monikton to 
Exeter, which City he alſo fortify'd ; and the Britjh Monks being, it 
is like y, removed, he founded a Monaſtery for Monks ſerving God 
and St. Peter, and gave them Lands for their Subſiſtance, of which to 
this Day the Church retains thoſe known by the Name of Markſbut and 
Treaſurer's Bear, belonging to the Treaſurer. The Danes afterwards ra- 
vaging the Country, and deſtroying all Monaſteries, theſe Monks fled 
to Places of more Safety, leaving their Monaſtery deſtitute, till about 
the Year 986 King Edgar reſtored them to their Poſſeſſions, where they 
continued till oog, when the cruel Daniſh King Swane burnt both this 
City and Monaſtery ; but his Son Canutus, or Cnute, reſtored the Monks 


ain. 
* has been ſaid above, in the Account of Salisbury, that the large 
Biſhoprick of the Weſt-Saxons was divided into two Dioceſes, bein 
thoſe of Wincheſter and Sherburn ; and that this latter was again divide 


into thoſe of Melli, Cridington, St. Germain's and Wilton. At Cridington, or 
Crediton, there fate 12 Biſhops ſucceſſively for Devonſhire, and 13 at St. 
Germain for Cornwal. King Edward the Confeſſo7, in the Year 1049, 
united thoſe two Biſhopricks, and removed the See to Exeter, tranſla- 
ting the Monks from thence to Weſtminſter, which he had newly found- 


ed and endow'd. Leofrick, the firſt Biſhop of Exeter, endowed this new 
Church with all the Lands belonging to the former, and pulled down 
both the Monaſteries of Nuns and Monks before ſpoken of, for the Be- 
nefit of the ſaid Church, to which each of his Succeſſors added ſome- 
thing. William Warueſt, the third Biſhop of Exeter, in the Year 1 4 4 
laid the Foundation of that which is now the Choir, the Church at 
that time being no more than what is now called Our Lady's Chapel. 
Biſhop Brewton, in 1235, appointed a Dean and 24 Prebends. In 1280, 
Biſhop Peter Quivil built the Body of the Church Weſtward. mw 1 
John Grandiſon, in 1340, added to the Length of the Church Weſtward, 
and vaulted the Roof. Edmund Lacy began the Chapter Houſe in 1450, 


and George Nevil his Succeſſor finiſhed it. The Cloiſters were built b 


the Dean and Chapter. The preſent Church was 400 Years in build- 


ing, from King Athelſtan to Biſhop Grandiſon, and yet it is as uniform 
as if it had been done by one Man. The Structure is very magnificent, 
being a Groſs, as generally moſt Cathedrals are; the Front nobly . 
adorned with three Rows one over another of Statues in Niches, which 
afford a moſt agreeable Proſpect. The two Towers ſtand on the Ends 


of the Arms of the Croſs,” the one flat-roofed, but on the other is an 
handſom Spire. This See was formerly of great Value as to its Patri- 
mony. as poſſeſſed of 22 good Manors and 14 Manſion-Houſes, moſtly 
deſtroy'd and waſted by John Voiſey, alias Harman, one of the goodly 
Biſhops choſen by King Henry VIII. towards the latter End of his 
Reign, when his greateſt Application was to ſquander and waſte all 
that belonged tothe Church. This profuſe wicked Wretch, unworthy 
the Name of a Prelate, of all the aforeſaid noble Eſtate, left behind 


him to his Church only ſeven or eight Manors, and thoſe let out on 
long Leaſes ; and not above two Houſes, both bare and naked. Such 


bleſſed Times were thoſe, and ſo religious the Biſhops ! 

This Dioceſe contains the Counties of Devon and Cornwal, and in 
them 604 Pariſh-Churches, whereof 239 are impropriate. In former 
Times before ſripp'd as above by the wicked Biſhop Voiſey, it was va- 
lued at 1566 L 145. 6d. but ſince his Days barely at 500 J. In this See 
have ſate 48 Biſhops, not including the 12 of Cridington; and among 
them have been 3 Lords Chancellors, 2 Lords Treaſurers, 1 Lord Pre- 
fident of Wales, and 1 Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford. The 


Arms of it are, Gules, a Sword in Pale, Blade and Hilt proper, two

FTE R Paulinus had converted Edwin, King of Northumberland, 
about the Year 625, Wilfrid became the third Archbiſhop of 
Tork in 666, or 669. He was a Man of ſingular Learning, and no leſs 
Zeal for the Advancement of Religion; but being at Variance with 


SFefrid, King of Northumberland, he was baniſhed from his See, and 


withdrew himſelf into the Kingdom of the South-Saxons, to preach the 


Goſpel among thoſe People. Edilwalk, who then reigned there, having 


before embraced the Faith, by the Perſuaſion of Wulfbere, King of 
Mercia, and being deſirous: to have his Subjects inſtructed in the Way 
of Salvation, received Wilfrid with Joy, aſſigning him the Iſle of Selſey 


for his Habitation. Cedwal, King of the Weſt-Saxons, having afterwards* 


conquered this Kingdom, at the Requeſt of the ſaid Wilfrid, granted 
to him 55 Tributaries, or Tenants, that is, the Lands they held in 
Selſey and the Parts adjacent, as appears by his Charter dated- 673. Yet 
this ſeems to be rather a'Confirmation than a Donation of his own A.

is certain, that #ifrid founded a Monaſtery at Saffey, and made that 
his Epiſcopal See, being himſelf the firſt Biſhop there: Bur being after 
ten Years Baniſhment recalted' to his former Set of vor, he quitted this. 
The See continued here above 300 Years, under 22 Biſhops ; for Si- 
gand, the 23d, promoted by King William the Congzeror in 1070, by 
that Prince's Order, enjoining all Biſhops to reſide in their chief Cities, 
removed it to Chichefter, where it has remained to this Day, under a 
Succeſſion of 39 Biſhops, excluding the 22 of Selfey, and with them the 
whole Succeſſion amounts to 81 this Year 1719. Ralph, the 25th Bi- 
ſhop, a Man of great Zeal, who oppoſed the unchriſtian Proceedings 
of King William Rufim, built the Cathedral at Chicheſter from the 
Ground, the ſame being then, as it had been before, dedicated to St. 
Peter. But that Church was not laſting, being conſumed by Fire, un- 
der Saffrid, or Siffrid, the 29th Biſhop, in the Reign of King Henry VII. 
and again rebuilt more beautiful than before by this ſame Biſhop, as it 
continues to this time, except only ſome farther Decorations added to 
the ſame by Robert Sherburn, the 59th Biſhop, at the latter end of King 
Henry VII. and beginning of King Henry VIII. There were many con- 
ſiderable Benefactors to this Church, among whom the ſeveral Saxon 
Kings Oſmund, Numa, Ethelbert, Athelſtan, and Edwin ; and among the 
Normans, William the Conquerer, and Henry III. beſides many Biſhops, 
Noblertien, and other pious Perſons. This Cathedral is none of the 
largeſt, nor does it equal many others in Beauty, but is nevertheleſs a 
noble Structure, and has a lofry Tower, or Steeple, ſtanding in the midit 
of the Croſs, .and on it a very tall Spire; but the whole is much de- 
cay'd, and wants Repairs. 

The Extent of this Dioceſe is the whole County of Suſſex, and no 
more, wherein are 250 Pariſhes, and of them 112 impropriated, having 
two Archdeacons, which are thoſe of Chicheſter and Lewis. It is valued 
in the King's Books at 677/. 15. 3d. The number of Biſhops has 
been mentioned above, among whom there have been 2 Saints, 3 Lords 
Chancellors, 2 Lords Alnioners, 1 Chancellor of the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford; and formerly theſe Biſhops had the Title of Confeſſors to the 
Queens of England. The two Saints were Richard, ſurnamed the de la 
Wich, the 35th, and Gilbert de Sancto Leoforo, the 38th Biſhop ; beſides 
whom there were ſeveral Prelates of ſingular Piety : As for inſtance, 
Wilfrid, the firſt Founder of the See ; Ralph abovementioned, who built 
the Church, increaſed the Revenues of his Biſhoprick, and gave ſo much 
to the Poor, that when he dy'd he had ſcarce Cloaths to cover him; 
and whilſt he lived was not only a conſtant Preacher of Virtue, but a 
ſevere Reprover of Vice, without Reſpect of Perſons. Thomas Ruſhook, 
renowned for his ſingular Loyalty, &c. The Arms of this See are, a 
Presbyter John ſitting on a Tomb-Stone, in his Left Hand a Mound, his 
Right Hand extended, Or, with a Linnen Mitre on his Head, and in his 
Mouth a Sword, all proper. The preſent Biſhop is Dr. Thomas Manningham,

1GIBE RT, King of the Eaft-Angles, having been baniſhed into 
France, during the Reign of his Predeceſſor Copwald, or Gerpenwald, 
after the Death of that Prince was recalled and ſeated on the Throne ; 
and having been converted to the Chriſtian Faith whilſt he was in 
Exile, he brought over with him one Felix a Burgundian, whom he ap- 
pointed Biſhop of the Eaſt-Angles, whom that Prelate converted to Chri- 
ſtianity, and ſettled his Epiſcopal See at Dunwich. Bifus, his third 
Succeſſor and the fourth Biſhop, being grown old and infirm, divided 
his Dioceſe into two Parts, retaining to himſelf the See of Dunwich, 
with the Juriſdiction over that Part which is now the County of Suffolk, 
and conſtituting Bedwin, Biſhop of the other Part, now Norfolk, and 
his See at North-Elmbam. In the firſt of them ſate eleven Biſhops ſuc- 
ceſſively, and ten in the latter, till about the Year 818. About that 
time both thoſe Sees were deſtroy d by the Danes, who continuing their 
Devaſtations, they remain'd void and waſte till the Year 955, and the 
Reign of Edwy, when another Biſhop was conſtitnted over both thoſe 
Sees at North-Elmbam, which is now a poor Village, not far from Re- 
penham. As for Dunwich, then a Town on the Coaſt, it was ſwallow'd 
up by the Sea, and has continued ever ſince under Water, being now 
called Southwould-Bay. The two Sees thus again united at Ehnham, 
there followed a Succeſſion of eleven Biſhops, for about 100 Tears; 
after which 5 or Arfaft, being appointed the 12th Biſhop, he re- 
moved the See from Elmbam to Thetford, which ſtayed no longer there 
than during his Aud his Succeſſor's Time; for Herebert Lefing, or Lofing, 


the next Biſhop, transferr'd it from Thetford to Norwich, where it has ever 


fince continued. This Tranſlation was about the Year 1088, and the 
ſame Biſhop Herebert built the Cathedral, dedicating it to the bleſſed 


Trinity. This Cathedral was foon after burnt in the time of Biſhop 


W.lliam Turbus, ſecond — to Herebert, which William began to 
rebuild it, and the ſame was Hniſhed by his immediate Succeſſor John 
Oxford, the ſeventeenth Biſhop, in the Reign of King Henry II. Walter 
de Safield, the 23d Biſhop, built the Chapel of St. Mary in the ſaid Ca- 
thedral, and in the time of a Dearth fold-all his Plate for the Relief of 
the Poor. In the Reign of King Henry III. the Inhabitants of Norwich 
rifing againſt the Monks, ſet fire ro their Monaſtery,” and burnt the 
Church with ir, for which ſome of them were afterwards hanged, and 
the City obliged to pay 3000 Marks towards repairing: of the Church, 
which was performed by Biſhop Middleton, in the fame manner that it 

no ſtands, excepting that Biſhop John Salmon, the 28th in the Cata- 
logue added a Chapel at the Weſt End of the ſaid Cathedral, which is 
all that the Biſhops at preſent retain of the ancient Biſhoprick; for 
when King Henry VIII. made that prodigious Havock, that is well 
known, of Churches and their Poſſeſſions, he took from this all the 


Zands it had enjoyed for ſo many Ages, and by way of Exchange gave, 
to it thoſe that had belonged to Holn-Abty, then ſuppreſſed, as may be 


ſeen in the Statute 38 Hen. VIII. where it is ſaid, that the Lands given 


in Recompence were of greater Value than thoſe taken away; which, 


if true, ſtill the Biſhop was a Loſer ; for whereas by ancient Cuſtom, 
the Biſhop before had the Firſt-Fruits of all the Benefices in the Dio- 
ceſe, the fame were then by Act of Parliament annexed to the Crown.

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The Catalogue of Biſhops from the reſtoring of the See to Elnham, 


and reuniting of the two Sees above ſpoken of, amounts to the Number 


of 63 this preſent Year 1719; but if we ſhould add to them thoſe whilſt 
the See was divided, and the 4 before the Diviſion, they would riſe to 
16 more. A the 63 as aforeſaid, there have been 2 Saints, 5 Lords 
Chancellors of England, 1 Lord Treaſurer, 1 Lord Chief Juſtice, x Lord 
Almoner, and 1 Secretary of State ; beſides ſeveral very remarkable in 
their Generations for Piety, Charity, and other Virtues. The Dioceſe 
contains the two Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, and in them 1121 Pa- 
riſhes, whereof 385 are impropriate, having four Archdeacons, viz, of 
Norwich, Norfolk, Suffolk and Sudbury. It iS valued in the King's Books 
at 899 l. 18s. 737d. The Arms this See are, Azure, three Mitres 
with their Labels, Or. The preſcat Biſhop is Dr. Charles Trimnel. 


GLOCESTE R. 


HIS being one of the Biſhopricks erected by King Henry VIII. 

| at the Sappreffion of Monafteries, ſeems to have no Claim to 
Antiquity ; however, it appears to have been one of the ancientelt in 
this * For we find, that as ſoon as Luci, the firſt Chriſtian 
King of the Britons, had received the Faith, there was a Biſhop with 
feveral Preachers placed at Gloceſter, in the Year of our Lord 189. Nor 
was this only a Suffragan ; for the ſame Tradition informs us, that 
when Fugatius and Damianus, ſent by Pope Ele:therins to the ſaid King 
Lucius, had ſuppreſſed the three Pagan Arch-Flamens, they in lieu ot 
them appointed three Archbiſhops, being thoſe of London, Tork and Glo- 
ceſter; but the See was afterwards. removed from Gloceſter to Menevia 
in Wales, ſince called St. David's, in Reſpect to the Saint of that Name. 
The Biſhop of this Place was in thoſe Days called Cluvienſis, the Town 
in the Time of the Britons being known by the Name of Clevid. But 
the enſuing Calamities having conſum'd moſt of the Memorials of thoſe 
Times, there is very little known of rhe Biſhops, or how long they con- 
tinued. When the Pagan Saxons were converted, Molpher, the firſt Chri- 
ſtian King of the Mercians, enlarg'd and beautify'd the City of Gloceſter, 
and laid the Foundation of the Monaſtery there. His Brother and Suc- 
ceſſor Ethelred gave the Town of Gloceſter, with many Lands about it, 
and a great Sum of Money to Oſric, Ruler of the Province of the Miccii, 
for him to finiſh the ſaid Monafte , to place his Siſter, the Holy K yne- 
Burg, therein, and to endow it for the Maintenance of the Perſons 
there ſerving God; the ſame, when finiſh'd, being dedicated to St. Peter. 
Thus it appears to have been firſt a Nunnery, and ſo continued under 
three Abbeſſes, after which it was abandoned, and lay waſte for 50 
Years, At the Expiration of that time, Bernulphus, King of the Mer- 
cians, rebuilt the Monaſtery, and gave it to Secular Clergymen, with 
all the Poſſeſſions that had belonged to the Nuns. The Prieſts remain'd 
in Poſſeſſion for the Space of 199 Years ; after which Canutus, the Da- 
niſb King, in the fifth Year of his Reign, turn'd out thoſe Secular Cler- 
men whoſe Lives were not regular, and gave that Monaſtery to the 
Monks of the Order of St. Benedict. This Monaſtery being afterwards 
accidentally burnt down, Aldred, Biſhop of Worceſter, rebuilt the Church, 
which was finiſh'd in the ſeventh Year of the Reign of King Edward the 
Confeſſor, and dedicated to St. Peter. King William the Conqueror repair'd 
and enlarg'd the Monaſtery, and the Abbat Serlo built another new 
Church from the Ground. The Church and Monaſtery were afterwards 
enlarg'd, rebuilt and beautify'd by ſeveral of the Abbats ſucceſſively, 
till brought to that State in which we ſee it at preſent. The Gifts be- 
ſtow'd on it by the Kings of Exgland, and other pious Benefactors, 
were very many. Under the Saxons this City was in the Dioceſe of 
Lichfield feſt, and afterwards in that of Worceſter, in which it continued 
till the Reign of King Henry VIII. when this Church had the good 


Fortune to eſcape Deſtruction, which many others, nothing inferiour 
to it, could not; for when he overthrew all Religious Houſes, he 


thought fit to make this a Biſhop's See, adding to it a Chapter conſiſt- 
ing of a Dean and fix Prebendaries, and aſſigning them Part of the 


Lands belonging to the Monaſtery for their Maintenance. The Stru- 


cure of this Church is, like moſt other Cathedrals, in the Form of a 
Croſs, on the midſt of which ſtands a ſtately lofty Tower, with four 
Turrets on the Corners, and on each of them a ſmall Spire; but the 
moſt remarkable thing in it is, that they call the Whiſpering-Place in 
the Choir, becauſe if a Man lay his Ear to the Wall at one end of it, 
he diſtinctly hears the Words that another whiſpers cloſe to the ſaid 
Wall at the other End. Oy 

This being ſo lately erected, there have been only 16 Biſhops of it 
to the Year 1719, Richard Willis then ruling the Dioceſe. Durin 
two Vacancies it had in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, many of the 
Lands were taken from it. Nor do we find among thoſe Prelates any 


one diſtinguiſhed by any other ſingular Character The Dioceſe con- 


tains only the County of Gloceſter, in which are 276 Pariſhes, whereof 
125 are Impropriations ; and there is but one Archdeacon, viz. of Glo- 
ceſter. It is valued in the King's Books at 3 15 L 17s. 2d. The Arms 
of the See are, Azure, two Keys in Saltire, Or. | 
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IS, as well as the laſt above ſpoken of, one of the Biſhopricks erected 

s King Henry VIII. ar the time of his ſuppreſſing of Monaſteries, 
and therefore by him endowed with ſome part of the Lands belonging 
to the then diflolved Abbeys of Abingdon and Oſuey, having been till 
then a Part of the Dioceſe of Lincoln. There being no Cathedral then 
in Oxford, the See was firſt ſettled in the Abbey-Church of Oſuey, being

was founded about the Year 1129, by Robert Oiley, Great Nephew to

Cone Eveſchè Etant un de ceux qu Henri VIII. Erigea apres la ſup- 
preſſions des Monaſteres, on diroit qu'il n'eſt pas en droit de pre- 
tendre à une grande anciennete ; cependant, il paroit que c'eſt un des 
plus anciens du Royaume. Car on trouve, qu' auſſi tot que Lactus, 
le premier Roi Chretien des Bretons, ſe fut converti a la foi, on &tablit 
un Eveque avec pluſieurs Predicateurs a Gloceſter, Van de notre Seigneur 
189. Et ce n'ctoit pas ſeulement un Eveque Suffragant ; car la meme 
tradition nous apprend, qu'apres que Fugatius & Damien, envoyez a Lu-

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forms, the Founder endowing it at the ſame time with all the Lands 
he had in the ſaid Iſles, and ſeveral Churches, ; all which his Son Henry 
confirmed and added to the ſame. The See continued here but five 
Years, and was then removed to the Church of the Nunnery of St. Fi- 
deſwide in the City of Oxford: Frideſwide was the Daughter vf Didan, a 
Saxon Ruler then reſiding at Oxford, and being piouſly educated, ſhe 
became a Nun, with 12 other Noble Virgins, building proper Habita- 
tions for them. Her Father Didan having loſt his Wife, at the Requeſt 
of his Daughter built a Church within the City in Honour of St. Mary 
and all Saints, and commitred it to her. King Algar falling in Love 
with her would have marry'd her, tho ſhe was a Nun; but ſhe get- 
ting a Boat, fled ten Miles down the River to a Place called Benton, 
where ſhe lay concealed in a forſaken Hogſtigh, that was in the Wood. 
Akar miſſing her, threatened to deſtroy Oxford, but was ſtruck blind, 
and being reſtored to his Sight by the Prayers of St. Frideſwide, he de- 
fiſted from his Suit to her, and ſhe continued peaceably in another Mo- 
naſtery which ſhe founded without the City, at a Place ſhe called 
Thornebury ; but after her Death, her Body was bury'd in the Church 
within the City, which afterwards took her Name, and was in great 
Veneration. In the Days of King Egelred, a Reſolution being taken 
to deſtroy all the Danes, many of them fled for Sanctuary into this 
Church, which the People in their Rage fired and burnt down ; but 
the ſame was rebuilt by the ſaid King, all its Poſleſſions reſtored, and 
more added. Afterwards the Nuns having forſaken the Monaſtery, by 
what Accident does not appear, and there being in it only yew Clergy 
living diſorderly, Roger, Biſhop of Salisbury, in the Reign of King Henry I. 
turned them out, and gave the Church and Monaſtery to learned and 
religious Regular Canons, which was confirmed to them by the ſaid 
King Henry, and by Pope Adrian: There were both before and after 


many Benefactors to it. 


King Henry VIII. having ſuppreſſed the Monaſtery, removed the See 
from Ofuey, where it has been ſaid, he had firſt placed it, to this Church, 
which thus became a Cathedral, and then he changed the ancient Name 
of St. Frideſwide into that of Chriſt-Church, as it is now called; the 
Chapter there conſiſting of a Dean and eight Prebendaries, part of the 


Lands which had been purchaſed by Cardinal "Ig for the Endow- 


ment of his College, being allotted thereunto, with ſome others above 
mentioned, yet ſo that the whole was but a poor Biſhoprick. It was 
founded in the Year 1541, and from that time to the Year 1603, when 
De. Bridges was made Biſhop, are only 63 Years, or thereabouts, of 
which it was kept vacant above 40 Years, even almoſt all the long 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth, to the impoveriſhing of the Church before 
better endowed. Thus there, have been but 15 Biſhops of this See, 
the preſent this Year 1719 being Dr. John Potter. This Dioceſe con- 
tains only the County of Oxford, and therein 195 Pariſhes, of which 
$8 are impropriated, and it has but one Archdeacon, viz, of Oxford. 
It is valued in the King's Books at 3541. 16s. 45d. The Arms of the 
See are, Sable, a Feſs Argent, in Chief three Ladies Heads arrayed and 
veil'd, Argent, and crown'd Or; and in Baſe an Ox of the ſecond, paſ-

A NOTHER of King Hen the Eighth's new-created Biſhopricks. 
A As to that which is now the Cathedral, we have the tollowing 
Account of it : Penda, the Son of Penda, King of the Mercians, was by 
the Perſuaſion of his Brother-in-Law Alhfrid, Son to the King of North- 
umberland, who had marry'd his Siſter, and of that ſame pious Siſter, 
baptized by Biſhop Finan, and bringing home with him four religious 
Preachers of the Goſpel, together with his Wife, the Siſter of the ſaid 
Alhfrid, with the Conſent of his Father, firſt introduced the Faith of 
Chriſt into his Kingdom. With them came Saxulphus, a Man moſt ac- 
eeptable to the King and to the Church; who bling deſirous to advance 
Chriſtianity, built a noble Monaſtery, which was called Medeſbamſtede, 
in the Country of the Girvii (which, Leland ſays, are the Fens of Lin- 
colnſhire) and dedicated the ſame to St. Peter. Having gathered into it 
a conſiderable Number of Religious Brethren, he became their Abbat, 
and continued with them till he was promoted to be a Biſhop, promo- 
ting and advancing the ſame under the Chriſtian and Munificent Kings 
Penda, Ofwy, Wulſer and Ethelred, and procuring their Charters for Eſta- 
bliſhment of the ſame. King Oſuy having ſlain the Pagan Penda, go- 
verned that Kingdom three Years, converted the whole Nation and ad- 
vanced Medeſbamſtede. Wulpher, another Son of Penda, ſucceeded in the 
Kingdom, ſtill preſerving the Faith. This was about 55 Years after 
the Arrival of St. Auguſtin, the Converter of the Engliſh, and 650 after 
the Incarnation, D edi the ſixth from Auguſtin, being Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury; and in the Year 664 the ſaid Hulpher granted his Charter to 
the Monaſtery, confirming all the Poſſeſſions and Privileges enjoyed by 
the ſame, as was afterwards done by Pope Agatho,- which was alſo ſuc- 
ceſſively performed by ſeveral Kings of England. The Monaſtery thus 
built and endowed, continued in a flouriſhing Condition till the Year 
870, when the Pagan Danes, advancing out of Forkſhire into Lincolnſhire, 
there routed a Body of Chriſtians that had aſſembled to oppoſe them, 
and being thus Maſters of the Field, they burnt the Abby of Croy land, 
and thence proceeded to Medeſbamſtede, where they murder'd the Abbat 
and all his Monks, being 84 in number, deſtroying the Church and Mo- 
naſtery. In the Year of | 
began to rebuild the Monaſtery of Medeſhamſtede, and call'd it The Borough 
of St. Peter, to whom the Church had been before dedicated; ſo that 
the Name was changed from Medeſhamftede to Peterborough, juſt the hun- 
dredth Year after it had been deſtroy'd. This Abby continued in a flou- 
riſhing Condition from that time till the Reign of King Henry VIII. 
by whom it was deſtroy'd among all the reſt ; but that all might not 
_ wholly ſeem to be ſwallowed up in profane Uſes, he here ere&ed a 

Biſhop's See, as likewiſe a Dean and fix Prebendaries. | 
This Dioceſe was former'y Part of that of Lincoln, and contains the 

two Counties of Northamprou and Ruland, in the firſt of which Ade

O this Church we find but very little Account among our Hiſto- 


rians, any more than that it was founded and endowed by Ro- 


bert Pitzharding, a Citizen of Briſtol, ſaid by ſome to have been a Ba- 
ſtard Son of the King of Denmark, and in great Favour with King 
Henry I. of England, who gave him the whole Barony of Berchol, and 
other Lands, with the Churches therein; all which, the ſaid Robert, 
with Conſent of that King, conferred on this Church and on the Ca- 
nons of St. Auguſtin belonging to the ſame. When King Henry VIII. 
had taken to himſelf all the Spoil of the Monaſteries, Hoſpitals, and 
other Religious Houſes in England, he thought to make amends by 
reſtoring ſome very inconſiderable Part thereof to the Church; and 
therefore erected the new Biſhopricks before mentioned, and this of 
Briſtol, endowing it, like the reſt, with what he could beſt ſpare of what 
he had before taken from the Church. He alſo appointed to it a Chap- 
ter of a Dean, and fix Prebendaries. But this Dioceſs was as ill con- 
triv'd as the Biſhoprick is poor; for whereas the See is in Briſtol, the 
whole Body of it conſiſts of the County of Dorſer, wholly ſeparated 
from it by Somerſetſhire, and formerly ſubject to the Biſhops of Salisbury. 
For 32 Years together, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, it had never a 
Biſhop, but was all that while held in Commendam by the Biſhops of Glo- 
ceſter; during which Time, the Patrimony of the Church, poor enough 
before, was very much waſted. It is valued in the King's Books at 
3381.85. 4d. The whole Dioceſe contains 236 Pariſhes, of which 
64 impropriate. The Biſhops from its firſt Inſtitutioa to this Year 1719, 
have been 21, the preſent being Dr. George Smalridge. The Arms of 
the See are, Sable, 3 Ducal Crowns, in Pale, Or.

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ROCHESTER. 


ONSIDERABL E only for its Antiquity, being the firſt eſta- 

bliſh'd in England, next to Canterbury, by St. Auguſtine the Monk, 
and firſt Converter of the Saxons from Infidelity to the Faith of Chriſt. 
Ethelbert, then King of Kent, Founded this Church, and Dedicated it 
to St. Andreu, in the Year of our Lord 600. He, and other ſucceed- 
ing Kings, beſtow'd many Donations on the ſame ; ſo that at the Time 
of the Suppreſſion, it was valued at 486 J. 11 s. 5 d. per Annum. Here 
has been a continu'd Succeffion of 91 Biſhops, to the preſent Dr. Fan- 
cis Atterbury ; among whom have been ſeveral Men of ſingular Piety, 
though I find not any dignified with the Tide of a Saint; the Reaſon 


being, that thoſe who were ſuch, were tranſlated to Canterbury and o- 


ther Places, which claim them as theirs: As for Wordly Honours, 
there has been 1 Lord Chancellor, 1 Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 


and 1 Lord Treaſurer ; and in the Church Dignities, 1 Cardinal. The 


Dioceſe is the leaſt in England, as containing only a ſmall Part of Kent, 
and therein not above 98 Pariſhes, whereof 36 impropriate, requiring 
only one Archdeacon, which is he of Rocheſter. The firſt Cathedral 
being much decay'd, that which is now ſtanding was repair'd, or rather 
rebuilt by Gandulphus, the 3oth Biſhop, about the Year 1080, This 
Biſhoprick was for a long Time in the immediate Patronage of the 
Archbiſhops of Canterbury, who had the entire Diſpoſal thereof, and 
Nomination of the Biſhops for above 500 Years, till Theobald, the 38th 
Archbiſhop, gave up that Privilege to the Monks of Rocheſter 5 who in 
their Chapter afterwards, choſe the Biſhop, the firlt ſo choſen, 
being Walter de Merton, the 36th Biſhop of that See, in the Year 1182. 
Yer ſtill theſe Biſhops paid more than ordinary Obedience to their Me- 
tropolitan, and in all ſolemn Pomps, were commonly their Croſs-Bear- 
ers. As the Extent of the Biſhoprick is ſmall, ſo is the Prelate's Reve- 
nue, being rated in the King's Book only 358 J. 3s. 2 3d. for which 
Reaſon the Biſhop of Rocheſter has for ſome Time paſt, been alſo Dean 
of Weſtminſter, to enable him to ſupport his Dignity. The Arms of 
the See are, Argent, on a Saltire Gules, an Eſcallop-Shell, Or.

WwW AS an eminent City in the County of Pembroke, in Wales, for- 
'Y merly called Menevia, which Name was afterwards chang d 
into that it now bears, after the following manner : About the Year 
462, the famous St. David, ſaid to be the natural Son of a Britiſh 
Prince; and being educated in Piety and Learning, when grown up, 


+ , he wholly addicted himſelf to a religious Life, and was conſecrated a 
Biſhop. The Pelagian Hereſy, which ſeem'd to have been cruſh'd by. 


St. Germanus Biſhop of Auxerre ; and St. Lupus Biſhop of Troys, begin-

Il y a et icy une ſucceſſion 
continue de 91 Evèques, juſque au preſent Eveque Mr. le Dr. Francois 
Atterbury, Entre ces Prelats on a vi des gens d'une pietè ſinguliere, 
quoique je n'en trouve point qui ait eù le ticre de Saint; la raiſon en 
eſt, que ceux qui avoient ce titre furent transferez 4 Canterbury & autres 
lieux, qui les reclament comme leurs Eveques.

ſcopal See from Caerieom, where it had been till then, to the City of 


Menevia, where therg were more Monaſteries and Religious Perſons, 
which was the Company he only affected. Soon after the Death of 
this Holy Biſhop, which happen'd about the Year 544, this City, in 
Latin till then call'd Menevia, and by the Britains Menew, in Memory 
of him, had its Name chang'd unto that of Twy Dewy, that is, David's 
Houſe ; the Saxons calling it David Minfter, and now St. Davids ; and 
the Prelates thereof were for many Years Metropolitans of Wales, till 
in proceſs of Time, and after many Revolutions, they became Suftra- 
gans to Canterbury, as they now are. When St. Auguſtin, the Monk, 
came over to convert the Saxons, the Metropolitan ot St. David's had 
ſill Seven Suffragan Biſhops. There were in all 27 Archbiſhops of this 
See, or rather 47, including thoſe which ſome call Biſhops, exerciſing 
Archiepiſcopal Power, who as ſuch may well be reckoned Archbiſhops. 

Ot the ancient Cathedral we have little or no. Account, only that 
the ſame was ſeveral Times robb'd and ſpoil'd by the Danes, or Norwe- 
gians, or other Pyrates. That which is now ſtanding, was built by Pe- 
ter de Lein, the 5oth Biſhop of that See, promoted to it about the Tear. 


1176, and dedicated to St. David and St. Andrew, but the latter is now 
quite forgot. Ir ſtands on the South Side of a now ſmall Village, 


within a Cloſe, near a Miie in Compaſs, and a ſpacious Churchyard 
about it, which takes, in the College adjoining to the Church on the 
North Side, having a little Rirulet, called Alan, on the Weſt. The 
Weſt Front of the Church is 76 Foot broad; the Body of it conſiſts 
of a Nave, and two fide Iſles coyer'd with Lead, and the Roof of the 
Nave Ceil'd with Iriſ Oak. From the Welt Door to the Steeple, it is 
124 Foot long, and 32 Foot broad from Center to Center of the Pil- 


lars, which ſupport the Nave, and part of it from the Side liles, 


which are 15 Foot broad each, and of the ſame Length of the Nave. 
From the Body of the Church there is an Aſcent ot 8 Steps to the 
Choir, which is exactly 26 Foot ſquare within, from Wall to Wall, 
and in it 24 Stalls. The North croſs Iſle, call'd St. Andrew's Chapel, 
is 40 Foot from North to South, and 30 Foot from Eaſt to Weſt. The 
South croſs Iſle, call'd the Chaunter's Chapel, is 44 Foot from North 
to South, and 26 from Eaſt to Weſt. The Chancel is in Length 54 
Foot, and in Breadth 31. The Steeple is 42 Foot ſquare without; 
its Height from the Ground to the Rail 39 Yards and 2 Foot; its 
Breadth at the Top, within' the Battlements, is 26 Foot and a halt. 
from the Battlements to the top of the Pinnacles is 7 Foot and a half, 
Behind the Altar is Biſhop Vanghan's Chapel, 16 Foot from Eaſt to 
Weſt, and 36 from North to South. Beyond this again, is St. Mary's 
Chapel; but this, and ſeveral Parts of the Church, are going to Ruin, 
as are the ancient College, and the Biſhop's Palace. 

There have been to this Year 1719, 101 Archbiſhops and Biſhops 
of this See, to the preſent Dr. Adam Ottley, and among them 4 Saints, 
3 Lords Chancellors, 1 Lord Privy Seal, and 1 Chancellor of Oxford. 
Among the Saints, was the famous St. David abovemention'd, and Pa- 
tron of Wales. Morgenew, the 35th Biſhop, is 1aid to have been the 
firſt of them that took the Liberty to eat Fleſh, Bermrd, a Norman, 
the 48th of that Number, forc'd upon the H/:jb by King Henry I. 
of England, reſign'd the Archiepiſcopal Power, till then exercis'd by 
his Predeceſſors, and alienated many Lands belonging to the See. Peter 
de Lein the 5oth, has been ſaid above, to have built the preſent 


Church. Adam Houghton, or Hutton, the 63d, built the College 


abovementioned, near the Cathedral for 7 Fellows, having an Houſe 
for each of them, and endow'd it with 100 J. per Annum. William 
Lindwoed the 71ſt, is ſtill famous for his Provinciale, being a Collection 
of Provincial Conſtitutions, made by the Archbiſhops of Canterbury, 
from the Time of Stephen Langton unto Henry Chicheley. | 


This Dioceſe contains the whole Counties of Pembroke, Cardigan, 


Caermartben, Radnor, and Brecknock, and ſome Part of thoſe of Mon-

The Arms of this See are, Sable, on a Croſs Or, 5 Cinquefoils of the

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S one of the moſt ancient Biſhopricks in Exgland or Wales. How- 

ever, the firſt Biſhop we find of this Place, was Dubricius, ſeated 
here by the two holy Biſhops, Germanus and Lupus, when they came 
over out of France to extinguiſh the Pe/agian Hereſy. This is the ſame 
Dubricius who is alſo call'd Archbiſhop of Caerleon, both Places claim- 
ing him, by which they appear together, to have made one Dioceſe 
under him; but upon his Succeſſor St. David's removing the Archiepi- 
ſcopal See to Menevia, Landaff remain'd a diſtin Diocele. Of this 
See, Biſhop her gives us the following Account in his Chronological 
Index. St: Theliau, Biſhop of Landaff and Caerleon being dead, St. Ou- 
© deceus, his Siſter's Son, ſucceeded him, whom at his Return from the 
City of Canterbury, where he had been conſecrated by St. Auguſtin, 
© the Archbiſhop, Mouric, Prince of Glamorgan, honourably receiv'd him 
© and by his Authority confirm'd the Privileges of the Church of Landaff. 
© For the Biſhops of Landaf}, as Heirs of thoſe of Caerleon, diſdain'd to 
© be Subject to the Biſhops of Menevia (to whom the Metropolitan Ju- 
© riſdition had been transferr'd from thoſe of Caerleon) and therefore 
© from that Time (which was the Year 604) they rather choſe to re- 
© ceive their Conſecration from the Archbiſhop of Canterbury; and the 
© Church of Caerleon was ſo annex'd to the Church of Landaf}, that 
© the Dioceſſes were not only join'd, but the Territory likewiſe 
© belonging to the Churches of St. Fulius, and St. Aaron, was given to

Yet there always remain'd in it re- 
religious Men ſerving God, both by Reaſon of the Neighbourhood 
* of the Exgliſß, by whom they were inſtructed, tho differing from them 
jn the Eccleſiaſtical Miniſtry ; as likewiſe, becauſe from very ancient 
© Times, that is, from the Days of St. Eleut herius, Pope; and after 
© the coming of St. Auguſtin into Britany, the Biſhop of this Place has 
always been ſubject and obedient in every Thing to the Archbiſhop 
© of the Metropolitan Church of Canterbury, and to the King of Eng- 


© land. 
In the Chronicle of Carodoc or Llancarvan, Elbold or Elvog, the 16th 


Biſhop of this See, is call'd an Archbiſhop, and the Britiſo Writer of 


the Life of St. Oudocius abovemention'd, ſpeaks of this See in theſe 
Words. As the Roman Church doth in Dignity exceed all other 
© Churches of the Catholick Faith, ſo does the Church of Landaff in 
© Dignity, Privilege and Excellency, exceed all the Churches of W:ſt- 
© Britain. This Church was ſo richly endow'd by ſeveral Princes of 
that Part of Wales, that Biſhop Goodwin, in his Catalogue of Biſhops, 
ſays, if it had but the tenth Part of its ancient Revenue, it might be 
reckon'd one of the richeſt Churches in Chriſtendom. That Author, 
has in this, as in many other Particulars, deliver'd a Thing incredi- 
ble, and without any Authority; but there is no doubt it was very 
rich for that Country ; and at laſt it was quite ruin'd by that ſcanda- 
lous Biſhop Kitchen, who could conform to all the Changes from the 
latter end of the Reign of King Henry VIII. till the 5th Year of Queen 
Elizabeth ; being as extravagant in his Living as changeable in Relig - 
on ; for he waſted all the Revenues, and reduc'd that wealthy Biſho- 
prick to Poverty. The Cathedral was dedicated to St. Peter, but af- 
terwards bore the Name of St. Theliau, being call'd Landaff, from Lan, 
a Church, and Taff: the River by which it is ſeated. 


There have been 77 Biſhops of this Place to the preſent Dr. John 
Tyler ; and among them 3 Saints. Urban the 28th of them, promoted 
to it in 1107, built the preſent Church as it now ſtands; and Henry the 
25th appointed Portions for 14 Prebendaries. The Dioceſe contains Part 
of Glamorganſbire, and Part of Monmouthſbize, and therein 177 Pariſhes, 
whereof 99 impropriate, having but 1 Archdeacon, entituled of Landaff. 
The Biſhoprick is valu'd in the King's Books at 1547. 14s. 1d. Ir 
may be obſerv'd, that neither here, nor at St. Davids, there neither 


is, nor ever was any Dean belonging to the Chapter; but the Arch- 


deacon preſides in both Chapters. The Arms of the See are, Sable, 
2 Cxoſiers in Saltire, Or, or Argent ; in a Chief Azure, three Mitres with 
Labels of the Second. 
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GE Kentigern, of whoſe Birth ancient Authors give a moſt unac- 


countable Relation, and therefore not worth inſerting here. His 
Education was under St. Servanus, a Diſciple of St. Palladius, who had 
been ſent into Britain from Rome to inſtruct the People. His Improve- 
ment in Wiſdom and Piety under ſo good a Maſter was ſuch, that at 
25 Years of Age he was choſen Biſhop of Glaſcow in Scotland, for his 
Sanctity of Life. There being ſcveral Defects in his Conſecration, as his 
Age, for he ought not to have been a Biſhop before he was 30 Years 
old; being conſecrated but by one Biſhop ; being approv'd by no Me- 
tropolitan, and want of the due Formalities in his ſaid Conſecration, 
he went in Perſon to Rome, where his Piety being well known, his Con- 
ſecration was confirm'd by the Pope. His Life was extraordinary au- 
ſtere, and he converted many to the Faith; but being hated by the 


Wicked, who could not bear his Admonitions, he was ſo perſecuted at 


Glaſcow, that it oblig'd him to fly into Wales to St. David, then Bi- 
ſhop of Menevia. That holy Man obtain'd for him of Cathwallan, a 
Place to build a Monaſtery, in which were 965 Brethren living Mona- 
ſtically, of which zoo that were illiterate were appointed to till the 
Ground for ſupport of the whole Number, other 300 to perform the 
neceſſary Offices within the Houſe, and the other 365 to attend the 
Diyine Service, in ſuch manner, that one Part relieving another, the 
Divine Offices never ceas'd in the Church. This Place ſoon after was 


made an Epiſcopal See; Kentigern was the firſt Biſhop, about the Year 


545- The Place was then call'd Llan Eluy, from Llan, a Church and 
tha, River Eluy, near which it was Seated. St. Kentigern at firſt built 
a Church of Timber and Lime, but afterwards made it of Stone, tho' 
much obſtructed therein by one Malgo, a Prince living at Degonuy, 


6 Miles diſtant ; but that Prince being ſtruck blind, and again reſto- 


red to his Sight by the Prayers of this holy Biſhop, from. that Time 
romoted his Work, and endow'd the Church with many Poſſeſſions. 
Nor long after St. Kentigeru had ſettled his Monaſtery and Dioceſe, he 
was recail'd to his former Biſhoprick of Glaſcow, and at his Depar- 
ture, appointed his beloved Diſciple St. Aſaph to ſucceetl him in this 
new See of Llan Eluy. This his Diſciple and Succeſſor prov'd ſo 
great a Proficient in Virtue, that being univerſally receiv'd for a Saint; 
after his Death, the See chang'd its ancient Name of Llan Eluy, and 
has been from him call'd St. -ſaph to this Day. The Biſhoprick was 
never rich, yet the Biſhops thereof had 5 ſeveral Manſion Houſes ; but 
Robert Parfew, alias Warkington, the 34th Biſhop, in the Reign of King 
Edward VI. utterly ruin'd it by his Extravagancies, made away with 
thoſe Houſes, alienated the Lande, and committed all imaginable 
Waſte, and when he had done {® good a Work, was tranſlated thence 
to Herefard. | | | 
Tho this be ſo ancient a Biſhoprick, the whole Succeſſion of its 
Biſhops to the preſent Poſſeſſor Dr. John Yin, amounts to no more 
than 49-: Among whom are two Saints, but none promoted to Tem- 


poral Preferments. The Diocgſe contains no one whole County, but

Oudbie, parle de ce Siege en ces mots. Comme l'Egliſe de Rome ſur- 
- paſſe en dignite toutes les autres Egliſes de la Catholicité, ainſi VE- 

gliſe de Landaff, en dignite, prerogatives, excellence, eſt au deſſus de 
© toutes les Egliſes de la Grand Bretagne Occidentale. Cette Egliſe 
fut ſi fort enrichie par la beneficence de divers Princes de cette partie 
du Pais de Galles, que Eveque Goodwin, dans ſon Catalogue des E- 
vèques afltre, que ſi elle avoit encore la dixiẽme partie de ſes anciens 
revenus, ce ſeroit une des plus riches Egliſes de la Chretiente.

Quoique cet Eveſche ſoit ſi ancien, on ne compre pourtant que 49 
Evequesy juſqu'a celui d'aujourd*huy Mr. le Dr. Jean Il un. Entre ces 
Pre'ats ont été deux Saints, mais aucun n'a efi d honneurs Temporels. 
Le Dioceſe ne contient pas une Province enticre, mais partie de Den- 


bigh, Flint, Montgomery? Merioneth, & Shropſbire. II a 121 Paroiſſes, preſ- 
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in 122 Pariſhes, moſt of them in the immediate Patronage of the Biſhops, 
and one only Archdeaconry, being that of St. Aſaph, united to the 
Biſhoprick tor the better-Maintehance thereof. It is valu'd in the 
King's Books at 187 J. 11 5. 64. The Reaſon why there are ſo few 
Biſhops in the Catalogue of this See, is, becauſe either their Names 
were loſt, or the See lay vacant from St. 4ſaph the 2d of them, for 
about 300 Years; for the firſt Biſhop we find after him, was the fa- 
mous.Geoffry of Monmouth, in 1151 ; tho' Wharton names one Gilbert in 
1143, but Huntingdon, who writ about 1150, mentions only 3 Biſho- 
pricks in Wales, being thoſe of St. Davids, Bangor and Landaff. The 
Arms of this See are, Sable, 2 Keys in Saltire, Argent. 
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AS a Place very famous, long before the coming of the Saxons 

into Britain, having been made a Monaſtery, and as ſuch ap- 
pointed a Place of Literature by Lucius, the firſt Chriſtian King of this 
Iſland. It is often confounded with another Bangor in Ireland, which 
was alſo a great Monaſtery and publick School, which as occaſion d 
many Miſtakes; the Particulars which belong to the ohe being often 
attributed to the other. This Britiſh Bangor thus Founded, as has been 
ſaid, - flouriſh'd for ſome ſucceeding Ages; inſomuch, that in the 
Year of our Lord 613, there were 2100 Monks in that Monaſtery, of 
which Number 1200 were ſlain in one Day by Edelfrid, the Pagan King 
of the Angles, or rather of the Northumiriant, becauſe they came to 
pray for the Succeſs of their Countrymen the Britons, and not at the 
Inſtigation of St. Auguſtin, as ſome, Modern Authors, without any Au- 
thority from Antiquity, have maliciouſly of late Years reported ; tor 
it is well known, that St. Auguſtin was dead 5 Years at leaſt before this 
Slaughter. Thus much as to the Monaſtery, but when it was firſt made a 
Biſhoprick does not well appear, though it is thought to have been one 
of the ancienteſt in England or Wales. Some Authors will have St. Da- 
niel to have been Biſhop here in the Year 5t6 ; but others affirm this 
is a Miſtake, for that the ſaid St. Daniel was Biſhop of Bangor in Ireland, 
abovementioned ; whether of them be in the right 1s hard to deter- 
mine; but ſuppoſing him to have been Biſhop here, it is ſtrange, that 
no other Account ſhould be preſerv'd, either of himſelf, or his Prede- 
ceſſors, or Succeſſors; for we find no mention of any of the latter, till 
Hervens, in the Year 1109, being near 600 Years. The greateſt Au- 
thority we have for this St. Daniel's being Biſhop here, is, that the 
Church is dedicated to one of that Name. . 

The Number of Biſhops here, including: the aforeſaid St. Daniel, 
amounts to 53 to Benjamin Hoadley now in Poſſeſſion; among whom 
none noted for any Temporal Preferment, nor any Saint beſides the 
ſame Daniel ; on the contrary, Arthur Bulkley, the 38ch Biſhop, in the 
Reign of King Edward VI. is infamous for- having alienated moſt of 
the Lands belonging to his See, to ſupport his luxurious Living, and 
ſold the very Bells; for which it is reported, that as he went with 
them towards the See, he was ſtruck blind, and never ſaw after. This 
Dioceſe contains the whole County of Caer nar van, wherein Bangor 
ſtands, the Ille of Angleſey, and Part of Merioneth, and Montgomeryſhire, 
wherein are 107 Pariſhes, whereof 36 impropriate. It has 3 Archdea- 
conries, viz. of Bangor, Angleſey, and Merioneth, one of which is ad- 
ded to the Biſhoprick, for it's better Support; and it's valued at 
1317. 16 5. 4d. The Arms of the See are, Gules, a Bend, Or, Gutty 
de Poix, between two Mullets Argent. 
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Deco the firſt Chriſtian King of Britain, having embrac'd 
1 _1 the Faith, and been baptiz'd, about the Year 183, after the In- 
carnation of the Son of God; Fugatius and Damianus, who had, at 
his Requeſt, been ſent to him from Rome by Pope Eleutherius, to in- 
ſtru& him and his People, perform'd their Function with extraordina- 
ry Succeſs, converting great Numbers, and turning the Idol Temples 
into Churches, dedicated to the true God. The Kingdom being then 
divided into 3 Provinces ; they appointed 3 ſeveral Metropolitans to 
preſide over the particular Biſhops in each of thoſe Provinces, which 
were then call'd Loegria, Deira, and Cambria; the chief Cities of which 
are, of the 1ſt London, of the 2d Tork, of the 3d the City of Legions. 
Tho' the Name of Archbiſhops was not then in uſe, yet the ſuriſdicti- 
on and Office was; and therefore we may well call them by that De- 
termination, and thus we find, that the City of Jork was an Archiepiſ- 
copal See in the 2d Century, which is a very great Antiquity. It is 
true, that London was made the iſt, and Jork the 2d; but thus it ap- 
pears to have been of much greater Antiquity than Canterbury; tho 
that See afterwards, upon the Converſion of the Saxon, got the Pre- 
cedence. The great Calamities which afterwards befel the Britons, oc- 
caſion'd the Loſs of moſt of the Memorials of thoſe Times; ſo that 
the Catalogue of thoſe Biſhops is loſt ; but the Names of Four of them 
have been preſerv'd. The firſt that govern'd the See was Sampſon, 
after him, tho' in what Order is not known, were Taurinas and Pyran- 
nus, and the laſt, in the Time of the Britons, was Tadiacus. King Lu- 
cius is alſo recorded to have built a beautifal Cathedral at Vr; but 
theſe Things being ſo obſcure, we muſt leave them and come to thoſe 
of more certainty under the Saxoxs. : 
When St. Auguſtin, the Monk, ſent by Pope Gregory the Great, con- 
verted King Ethelbert of Kent, he immediately eftabliſh'd his See at 
Canterbury. That Pope had deſign'd to.reſtore the two Metropolitan 
Sees of London and York to their former Juriſdiction, and each of them 
to have an equal Number of Suffragan Biſhops, which tho' wholly 
diſapnointed as to the firſt of them, viz. London, which remain'd only 
a Suffragan to Canterbury, yet in ſome meaſure it took Place at Tork, 
which became the 2d Metropolis; and tho” its ſuriſdiction extended 
not far in the Southern Part of the Iſland, now call 'd Exgland, yet 
amends was made, in that it-had the Primacy over all the Biſhops of 
Scotland, and held the ſame for ſeveral Ages after. Edwin,

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Edouin, Roi de Northumberland, ayant été converti à la foi, en 627 


Edun; King of Northumberland, having been converted to the Faith 
by St. Paulinus, Diſciple of the atoreſaid holy Pope Gregory, in the Lear 
of our Lord 627, that Prelate was appointed the firſt Archbiſhop of 
Tork, where that pious Prince built him a Cathedral of Stone, which 
was finiſh'd by his Succeſſor King Oſwald. Several of the Saxon, and 
after them the Norman Kings, as well as other Perſons, religiouſly diſ- 
pos'd, were afterwards great Benefactors to this See. The Church 
built by the aforeſaid two Saxon Monarchs, having been deſtroy'd by 
the Danes, Thomas, the 25th Biſhop, in the Reign of King William the 
Conqueror, built from the very Foundation the ſtately Minſter that is 
now ſtanding, as alſo a Hall, and Dortor for the Canons, and provi- 
ded for their Maintenance, enriching the Church with coſtly Orna- 
ments, for he was a moſt pious, as well as learned Man. Archbiſhop 
Roger, the 31ſt in the Catalogue, in the Reign of King Henry IT. new 
built the Choir, with the Vaults belonging to it, and the Archbiſhop's 
Palace ſtanding near the ſaid Church, with the Chapel of the holy Se- 

ulchre on the North fide of it. Beſides, he made Proviſion fox the 
2 of 4 Prieſts, 4 PMacons, 4 Sub-deacons, and one SKxiſt. 
Archbiſhop S wal, the 34th, likewiſe much advanc'd this Church? as did 
ſeveral others, and ſeveral Popes granted Privileges to, and confirm'd 
all Poſſeſſions given to this Cathedral, which was dedicated to St. Pe- 
ter. The ancient Cuſtoms and Ordinances of this Church are very 
remarkable; but they were all made void by King Henry VIII. when 
he took upon him the Title of Head of the Church. The Curious may 
ſee a large Inventory of the Jewels, Veſtments, &c. belonging former- 
ly to this Church in the Monaſticon. | 

As to the Structure, this Cathedral is one of the moſt magnificent in 
Europe, being in Length 161 Yards and a half from Eaſt to Weſt, and 
35 Yards and a half in Breadth. The Croſs is in Length 74 Yards, and 
32 in Breadth. The Height of the high Roofs is 32 Yards; the 
Height of the Side Arches of the North and South End 14 Yards. 
From the Choir Door to the Eaſt End, in Length 74 Yards ; trgn the 
Choir Doot to the Weſt End 87 Yards. From the Platform to the 
Top of the Battlements of the Lanthorn, or middle Steeple 72 Yards. 
The middie Choir is 42 Yards and 6 Inches in Length, and the Breadth 
thereof 16 Yards and an half. This compar'd with the preſent Cathe- 
dral of St. Paul in London, it is but 17 Foot ſhorter, rather broader, 
and as high, and far exceeding it every way in the Beauty of the 
Structure. 

There have been by the preſent Catalogue 76 Prelates of this See 
ſince the Converſion of the Saxons, to the now Archbiſhop Sir Hiliam 
Daws. hey are ſtil'd Primates of England, the difference therein, be- 
tween them and thoſe of Canterbury, being, that theſe are call'd Primates 
of all England. Their Primacy over Scotland, abovemention'd, conti- 
nu'd till the Reign of King Edward IV. George Nevil, being then 
Archbiſhop, at which time the See of St. Andrew's in Scotland, was by 
the Pope made Archiepiſcopal, by reaſon of the continual Wars be- 
tween the two Nations, which were a great Obſtruction to the Inter- 
courſe in Spiritual Affairs. This Archbiſhop ſtill takes Place of all 
Dukes, not of the Blood Royal, and of all the great Officers of State, 
except the Lord Chancellor. He has now no other Suffragans but 
Durham, Carliſle, and Cheſter ; the firſt of them ancient, the 2d made 
by King Henry I, and the laſt by King Henry VIII. 


The Dioceſe contains the two Counties of York and Nottingham, 
and in them 581 Pariſhes, of which 336 are Impropriations ; for the 


Government whereof it has four Archdeacons, viz. of York, Cleveland, 


Eaſt-Riding, and Nottingham. It was formerly rated in the King's 
Books 2035 l. 14 s. 2 d. but ſince King Henry VIII. lopp'd its Revenues, 
but 1609 J. 19s. 2d. Among the Archbiſhops atoremention'd, there 
have been 8 Saints, 3 Cardinals, 12 Lords Chancellors, 2 Lords Treaſu- 
rers, and 2 Lords Preſidents of the North of England. The Arms of the 
See are, Ruby, 2 Keys in Saltire, Pearl, in Chief, a Crown Royal,

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O SWWALD, King of Northumberland, having embtac'd the Chri- 
ſtian Faith, during his Baniſhment among the Scots, and after- 
wards obtaining a glorious Victory, which eſtabliſh'd him in his King- 
dom; in Gratitude to Almighty for ſuch ſignal Mercies, reſolv'd to 
ſettle Chriſtianity among his People, and to that effect, procur'd one 
Corman to be ſent him by thoſe Scots, to inſtruct his Subjects about the 
Year 635. This Corman meeting with little Succeſs, return'd home 
diſcourag'd, but was preſently after ſucceeded by Aidan, a Monk of 
Hyde, and Biſhop, who being of a mecker Diſpoſition than the -for- 
mer, prevail'd much more on thoſe Head-ſtrong People, and ſettled 
his Epiſcopal See at Lindisfarn, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Northumber- 
land, now cali'd Holy Hand, where he alſo Founded a Monaſtery, as 
was the general Practice of all Biſhops in thoſe Days. Here the See 
continu'd for about 150 Years under 13 Biſhops, among which was the 
moſt renown'd St. Cuthbert. The Danes then infeſting thoſe Parts, the 
Monks fled, carrying with them the Body of the ſaid St. Cuthbert, ſaid 
to continue then, and ſeveral Ages after uncorrupted. They and their 
Succeſſors remain'd unſettl'd, and wandring from Place to Place for 
near 190 Years, till that of 990. Aldwin, the 24th Biſhop, carry'd 
thoſe Relicks to Dunholm, now call'd Durham, and there ſettl'd the 


Epiſcopal See, as it has remain'd to this Day. The ſame Aldwir, 


building the Cathedral, wherein he depoſited the Body of St. Cuth- 
bert, to whom it was alſo dedicated. The Church now ſanding was 
Founded by H/lliam de Carilefo, the zoth. Biſhop, ſoon after the Norman 


Conqueſt, and finiſh'd by his Succeſſor Ranulphus Flambard ; tho“ 
ſome Additions were afterwards made by Nicholas de Fernham, the 38th 


Prelate, and the Prior Thomas Welſcomb, about the Year 1242. This 
whole Dioceſe was formerly call'd St. Cuthbert's Patrimony : King 
Alfred, having conferr'd on him all the Country between Tine and Teis, 
and many other Kings, not only confirming his Grant, but adding ve- 
iy much of their own. At the Time of the Conqueſt, the Biſhop 
was reputed a Palatine ; and it was adjudg'd, that he ſhould have all 
Forfcitures and Eſcheats within the Liberties as the King had "Y ur.

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HE moſt of that which is now in the Dioceſe of Carliſte, was 
in former Times a Part of the Dioceſe of H/hitherne, or Caſa Can- 
dida, in the Province of Galloway, now in Scotland, bug then a Part of 


the Kingdom of Northumberland. Afterwards, when the had 


made themſelves Maſters of all thoſe Coutries beyond the 7 and 
Sway; the Town of Carliſle, and the County of Cumberland, in the 
midſt of which it ſtands, were ſever'd from the ſame, and Carlifle with 
15 Miles about ir, being beſtow'd upon St. Cuthbert, Biſhop of Lindisfarn, 
by Egfrid, King of Northumberland, in the Year 676, the ſame was annex- 
ed to his Biſhoprick, the Reſidue of the County ſubmitring to the gu 
riſdiction of the Archdeacon of Richmond, and conſequently to the See 
of Tork. This Country being afterwards 'ong haraſs'd by the Danes, 
the City of Carliſle was in a manner quite deſtroy'd by them in the 


| Yeargoo. King Wiliam Rufus, paſſing that way into Scotland, in the 


Year 1090, caus'd the City to be rebuilt, firſt Peopling it with Dutch, 
whom he afterwards remov'd into Wales, and then with Engliſh, from 
the Southern Parts. The Government of this new erected City was 
given to one Walter, a Norman Prieſt, who came into England with 
the Conqueror. This Man being very rich, began to build at Carliſle 
a goodly Church, in Honour of the bleſſed Virgin, intending to beſtow 
Poſſeſſions on it, for the Maintenance of ſome religious Perſons ; but 
being taken away by Death, before the Accompliſhment of ſo good a 
Purpoſe, Adelwald, or Athelwulph, the firſt Prior of St. Oſwald at Noſtel, 
and Confeſſor to King Henry I. perſwaded that King to employ the 
Revenues Valter had left behind him, in founding 1 of Re- 

gular Canons to be annex'd to the Church of our Lady before-nam'd. 

He did fo, and moreover beſtow'd on the ſaid Monaſtery, 6 Churches, 


with their Chapels to be impropriated into the ſame uſe, viz. Neu- 


caſtle, Newburn, Warkeware, Robery, Withingham, and Corbridge. Some 
time after the Foundation of this Monaſtery, Thurſton, Archbiſhop of 
Tork, viſiting this Part of the Province, ſceing the Beauty of the Church 
of Carlifle, and conſidering how fit it was to be made a Biſhop's See, 
thought good to endeavour the Erection of a Biſhoprick there. The 
King favouring his own Foundation, eaſily conſented, and the ſame 
being eſtabliſh'd by the Pope, Leave was given to the Canons to ele& 
whom they thought fit for their Biſhops, and moſt of Cumberland, all 
Weſtmorland and Alvedale, appointed for his Biſhoprick. | 

The Number of Biſhops here, from Adelwald the firſt, ro the pre- 
ſent Dr. Samuel Bradford, is 46, among whom we find no Saint, but 
1 Lord Chancellor, 2 Lords Treaſurers, and 3 Chancellors of the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge. Thomas Merkes, the 15th of theſe Biſhops has 
been of late Years brought ypon the Stage, 2 been renown'd in 
Hiſtory for the ſpace of 300 Years, on Account of his unſhaken Loyal- 
ty to his rightful and injur'd Sovereign King Richard II. till Dr. White” 
Kennet lately took much Pains in two Pamphlets, call'd Letters to the 
Biſhop of Carliſle, to endeavour to rob him of that Reputation, as if 
he thought it a Diſgrace to be Loyal, or grudg'd that worthy Prelate's 
being recorded as ſuch. In this Dioceſe there are but 93 Pariſhes, 
which, like moſt in the North, are very large, and of them 18 are im- 
propriate. There never was any Archdeacon, the Juriſdiction being 
claim'd by him of Richmond, to whom anciently it belong'd. The Bi- 
ſhoprick is valu'd in the King's Books at 530 J. 45. 115d. The Arms 
of the Sce are, Argent, on a Croſs Sable, a Mitre with Labels, Or.

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ter of Mulfere, King of t ercians, by his Queen Ermengilda, 
the Daughter of Ercombert, King of Kent She was educated in the 
ſtricteſt Piety by her holy Mother, and reſolv'd to dedicate her Virgi- 
nity to God.

Grace 1092, and dedicated to the Honour of St. Werburga, fax 
ling and ordering of which Monaſtery, St. Atſelm, afterwards Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, was firſt invited into England. However, King 
Edgar ſeems to have been the Founder of the Church of Sg@//erburga, 
by his Grant to it of 17 Manſes in ſeveral Places. The Poſſeſſions gi- 


'ven to St. Werburga, by the Earl Hugh Lupus, and many other pi-

ous Perſons were very conſiderable, inſomuch, that the Monaſtery, at 
the time of the Suppreſſion, was valu'd at 1003 J. 45s. 11 d. per Annum, 
Earl Hugh Lupus, abovemention'd, put Monks into this Monaſtery, 
whioh had before belong'd to Nuns, and fo it continu'd till deſtroy'd 
by King Henry VIII. Peter, Biſhop of Litchfield, remov'd his See to 
Cheſter, but his Succeſſor Robert Lymeſey carried it away to Coventzy, ſo 
that this is not look d upon & a Biſhop's See till much later, viz. The 
Reign of King Henry VIII. who having ſuppreſs'd the Monaſtery, 
converted the Church into a Cathedral, making up the Prelate's Reve- 
nue, and Juriſdiction of the two Archdeaconries of Richmond and Cheſter, 
of which the firſt extended over Richmondſbire, and Part % CumberlAfdy 
and the other over Lancaſbire and Cheſhire. At the firſt Foundation it 
was appointed to be of the Province of Canterbury, as 2 in the 
Letters Patents of the ſame, 33 Hen. VIII; bur upon Reflection that 
it was ſo remote from the See of Canterbury, and that that Archbiſhop 
had already a ſufficient Number of Suffragans, whereas the Archbi- 
ſhop of Tork had but two, the ſame was ay Act of Parliament, 33 Hen.

Ie of Man is ſo equally ſeated between Exgland and Ireland, that it 
was once a Controverſy to which of them it appertain'd ; which is ſaid 
to have been adjudg'd in Favour of England, on Account that vene- 
mous Creatures would live on it. It was once Subject to the Kings of 


| Northumberland, and taken from them by the Danes and Norwegians, 


who plac'd therein a petty King, from whom there was a Succeſſion 
till Magnus II. of the Name, dying without Iſſue, Alexander, King of 
Scots ſubdu'd this and all the other Weſtern Ilands, which was about 


the Year 1260. Afterwards William Montacute, Earl of Salisbury, in 


1390, took it from the Scogs. In 1403, it was given to William Lord 
Stanley, in whoſe Family it has continu'd to this Day. Whilſt it was 
under its own Princes, we find that Olave, King of Man, in the Year 
1134, gave to Tvo, Abbat of Furnes, Part of his Land in May, to build 
2 Monaſtery at the Place call'd Ryſſin. The Biſhoprick was certainly 
erected before, as is ſaid by Pope Gregory IV. who died in the Year 
844, and gave to this Dioceſe the whole Ie of Man, and all the Weſt- 
ern Iſlands of Scotland ; but we find Amphibalus, Biſhop here, in the Year 


360, and ſome others, long before that Pope's Days, which can only 


be reconcil'd by ſuppoling ſome long Vacancy of the See, which might 


be re-eſtabliſh'd by that Pope. Be that as it will, the Biſhop's Reſi- 


dence is at Ruſſin, now call'd Caſtletoun; but in Latin he is entitul'd 
Sodorenfis, and in England generally call'd Biſhop of Man. When this 
Iſland was annex'd to the Crown of England, the Weſtern Iſlands with- 
drew their Obedience from the Biſhop, and had one of their own, 
to whom they gave the ſame Title of Sodorenſis, tho commonly call'd 
Biſhop of the Iſles; ſo that ſince then the Juriſdiction of this Biſhop 
has been confin'd to the Je of Man. King Henry IV. gave the Pa- 
tronage of the Biſhoprick, together with the Iſland, to the Starleys, 
who {till on the Vacancy thereof nominate their deſign'd Biſhop to 
the King, who having given his Conſent, diſmiſſes him to the Arch- 
biſhop of York for his Conſeration ; which is perhaps the Reaſon why 
is Biſhop has no Seat in the Houſe of Lords, as all the other Biſhops 
e, becauſe not at the King's Diſpoſal, none having Seats there 
But ſuch as hold immediately of the King. In the Parliament 
of the Province of Jork, which is ſome Argument that he was not 
before.

E have ſcarce any Account of this Place before the time of the 
Saxons, who call'd it Windleſhore, as is ſuppos'd from the Wind- 
ings of the River Thames thereabouts. King Edward the Confeſſor, 
gave it to the Monks of Weſtminſter; but his Succeſſor King Wiliam 
the Conqueror, being much taken with the Situation, gave them other 
Lands in Eſſex, and three Houſes in Colcheſter in Exchange for the ſame, 
and it has ever ſince continu'd in the Crown. The King alſo built 
there a Caſtle, whigh was at the ſame time a Palace; but his Son, 
King Henry I. rebuilt it much more beautiful than it was before. Here 
King Edward III. was born, and taking a great Affection to the 
Place, he new built the whole Caſtle, in the ſame Form as it continu'd 
till the Reign of King Charles II, who, with great Expence, the old 
Stone Walls being of a prodigious Thickneſs, made ſuch extraordina- 
ry Alterations and Improvements, that it is now the moſt beautiful Pa- 
lace in England; and the King and Queen's Apartments ſo nobly 
adorn'd with excellent Painting and Carving, as not to be inferior to 
any abroad. King Edward abovemention'd, having inſtituted the moſt 
nable Order of the Garter, appointed this the Seat for the ſame, and 
for its greater Honour founded and endow d the Collegiate Church, by 
the Name of the Chapel. of St. George, the Patron of that Order, which 
was afterwards repair'd, enlatg'd and beautify'd by ſeveral of his Succeſ- 
ors, till it arriv'd to the Condition in which it is at preſent. | 
In this Chapel, or Collegiate Church, the ſame King Edward plac'd 
a Warden, or Dean, with 23 Canons, the ſaid Dean making up the 
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Numbergof 24; but ſoon after, Hiliam of Wickham, Biſhop of Min- 


cheſter, who had the regulating of thoſe Affairs, ordain'd, that there 
ſhould be a Warden, or Dean, 12 Canons, and 13 Prieſts or Vicars, 
otherwiſe call'd Petty Canons, thus making up the Number of 26, 
anſwerable to the like Number of Knights of the Garter ; all which 
Canons and Petty Canons were tv be Prieſts. All theſe are to be pre- 
ſented by the Sovereign. For their Maintenance there were Lands 
and Churches immmediately afſign'd them, and as much more to be 
pay'd out of the Exchequer as was propet for their decent Maintenance, 
till their Revenues ſhould ariſe to 1000 J. per Annum. There were al- 
ſo 4 Clerks appointed, one of them to be a Deacon, another a Sub- 
deacon, and the other two in leſſer Orders; and likewiſe 6 Choreſters 
all Clerks. Beſides theſe Churchmen, there were at firſt 24, and ſoon 
after 26 poor Knights, which according to the Inſtitution, ought to 
be real Knights, reduc'd to Poverty by any Accidents and Misfortunes, 
to be there decently maintain'd ; but fince that time the Deſign of the 
Founder has been altogether perverted, and ſuch Perſons thruſt in to 
be poor Knights, as have been a Scandal to that noble Deſign. They 
were afterwards reduc'd to 13, but in the Reign of King Charles I. 
5 more were added to make them up 18. There are alſo in this Col- 
legiate Church, a Chanter, a Steward, and a Treaſurer, elected from 
among the Canons, beſides Vergers, Sextons, Bellringers, a Clock- 
beeps and a Porter, and other Officers of the Revenues and Chapter- 
Houle. | 

The Authority of the Dean conſiſts in being Preſident over the reſt 
of the College, to govern, dire&, and order them, their Goods and 
Eſtates ; having all manner of Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdi&ion over them, with 
a Reſervation of Power of Appeal to the Chancellor of Hugland, who 
is Viſitor of the College. The Canons are oblig'd to pray tor the So- 
vereign, and for the happy Eſtate of the Order; and they are to attend 
the. Sovereign or his Deputy at the great Feaſt of the Order, at In- 
ſtalations of new Knights, and upon all Solemnities of that Sort. The 
Clerks and Choriſters, as well as the Canons are oblig'd to be always 
preſent at all ſolemn Functions, and daily at divine Service, which is 
alſo incumbent upon the poor Knights, unleſs any of them be diſpen- 
ſed with upon ſufficient Reaſons. ; 

Pope Clement VI. by his Bull, dated the gth Year of his Pontificate, 
authoriz d the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the Biſhop of Wincheſter 
to eſtabliſh this Chapel, and to preſcribe ſuch Rules and Ordinances 
for ever, as they ſhould think moſt expedient. By another Bull of the 
ſame Year, the exempted the ſaid Chapel, and all that belong d to it, 


from the Juriſdiction of the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, placing the ſame | 


immediately under the Protection of the See Apoſtolick, and allowing 
the Dean thereof perpetual Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction over the Canons, 
Prieſts, poor Knights, and others belonging to the Chapel, and Cure 
of Souls ; the ſaid Dean or Warden, as an Acknowledgment,. to pay 
1 Mark Sterling yearly to the See Apoſtolick. 


The Lands, Churches, and other Revenues granted by ſeveral Kings 
for the Maintenance of this Church, and all Perſons belonging to the 
ſame, are too tedious to enumerate. There were formerly in it ſeve- 
ral Chantries, endow'd with Lands and other Revenues, for the Main- 
tenance cf Chaplains and Prieſts to ſing Maſſes for the Souls of the 
Founders thereof and their Kindred. There were alſo divers Anniver- 
ſaries or Obits celebrated for Benefactors and other pious Perſons. 

Many Perſons of Note have been here interr'd, particularly Knights 
of the Order; as alſo King Henry VI. at the South fide of the Altar, 


without any Monument or Inſcription ; King Edward VI. under ag 


large Stone of Fuch, on the North fide of the Altar, without Inſcrip- 
tion; but enclos'd with a Range "of Iron Rails gilt, but robb d of the 
rich Armour that hung over, as the Church has alſo been of a conſi- 
derable Treaſure it had before the Reformation. King Charles I. ha- 
ving been inhumanly murder'd by his rebellious Subjects, his Body was 
conducted to this Place, and laid in a Vault, here is alſo that of Rug 


Heury VIII. and his laſt Queen.

of any in the Kingdom, the Hiſtory of its Foundation in the 
Cotton Library, which is alſo very ancient, aſſigning it to the Year of 
our Lord 184, in the Reign of Lucius, the firſt Chriſtian King, who 
then appointed it to be a Burial Place for the Mbnarchs of this Iſland. 
It continu'd in that State many Years, that is, till the Time ot the Em- 
peror Dioclefian, whoſe bloody Perſecution reaching this Iijand; that ho- 


iy Church was prophanely converted into an Idoiatrous Tempic of 


Apollo. When the heathen Saxons enter'd this Nation, they alſo dedi- 
cared it to the Service of their falſe Gods. St. Auguſtin, the Monk, 
and his Companions coming into Exgland in the Yeag 604, and having 
converted great Numbers of thoſe Infidels to the Tfhth of Chriſt, de 
bert, King of the Eaſt Saxons, who was of that Number, deſtroy'd that 
Temple of Apollo, ſtanding in an Iſland then call'd Thorney, and after- 
wards Weſtminſter 3%and built in the ſame Place a Church in Honour of 
St. Peter the Apoſtle, which, as the ſame Hiſtory informs us, that 
Prince of the Apoſtles, attended by a Multitude of Citizens, afterwards 
conſecrated. This Account is to be ſeen at large in Dugdale's Monaſti- 
eon from many other Authors. The ſame being afterwards reveal'd to 
King Edward the Confeſſor, who had made a Vow to go in Per- 
ſon to Rome, to viſit the Shrines of St. Peter and St. Paul, and being 
hinder'd by his Subjects, who were averſe to his leaving them, to un- 
dertake ſo long a Pilgrimage, he, with the Advice of Pope Leo, and 
150 Biſhops then aſſembled at Rome, in lieu of performing the ſaid 
Vow, rebuilt and beautify'd this Church, and plac'd in it Monks of the 
Order of St. Benedict, to be continu'd there for ever, and by Papal 


Authority, exempted from the Juriſdi&ion of the Biſhop, and only 


ſubordinate to the King, and to the See of Rome. The ſame King 
confirm'd to it all the Immunities and Revenues granted by ſeveral of 
his Royal Predeceſſors, adding many more ot his own, and again ap- 
pointing it the Piace of Burial for the Engliſh Monarchs. 

The Church being either much decay'd, or not beautiful enough, 
was all taken down by King Henry III. who inſtead rhereof, built this. 
magnificent Structure we ſee at this Day, tho' much impair'd by length 
of Time, having now ſtood near 500 Years. It is true, that ſome of 
the Abbats enlarg'd it towards the Weſt End, and 
added thar noble Chapel at the Eaſt End. The Abbats of this Place 
had Epiſcqpal Juriſdiction, and fate in the Houſe of Peers. 

King Henry VIII. at the general Suppreſſion of Abbeys and Mona- 
ſeries, in the Year 1539, ſeiz'd this among the reſt, and converted it 
into a Collegiate, appointing a Dean and Prebendaries ; at which 
time it was valu'd at 3977 J. per Annum. But this Form was of no 
long Continuance, that inconſtant Monarch ſoon changing his Mind, 
erected it into a Biſhoprick, allotting the whole County of Madleſex, 
except the Pariſh of Fulham, which is peculiar to the Biſhops of Lon- 
don, for its Dioe&ſe. The only Biſhop here was Thomas Thirlby, who 
having, during his nine or ten Years Poſſe ſſion, as much ruin'd the Pa- 
trimony of the ſame as well as he could, was tranſlated to Noruich; 
when the Biſhoprick was diſſolv d, and the County of Middieſex reſto- 
red to the See of London. Then was it again converted into a Colle- 
giate, conſiſting of a Dean and twelve Prebcndaries. But the then 
Protector of the Infant King, having caſt his Eve upon this Place, as 
moſt convenient for him to build a Palace on, had reſc d ͤ the Deſtru- 
&ion thereof; to prevent the which, Benſn, the laſt Abbar, and firſt 
Dean thereof, made a Preſent of no leſs than 70 Manors, and good 
Farms in the County of Gloceſter, to the Lord Thomas Seymcur, for his 
Protection, and another of near as many Marors and Farms to Sir John 
Maſon, for the Duke Protector, to which he was obligd to add the 
Manor of Iſlip, conferr'd on that Abbey by King Eduard the Confeſ- 
ſor ; thus redeeming the utter Subverſion of that ancient and magnifi- 
cent Church and Monaſtery by alienating the beſt Part'of the Revenue, 
ſo corrupt were thoſe great and wicked Men. 

In the Reign of Queen Mary, the Monks were reſtor'd to their an- 
cient Poſſeſſion of that Abbey, which they enjoy'd not long, being a- 
gain expell'd by Queen Elizabeth, who again converted it into a Colle- 
giate, and plac'd therein a Dean and twelve Prebendaries, beſides 
Petty-Canons, and others belonging to the Choir, to the Number of zo. 
10 Officers belonging to the Collegiate, 2 Schook-maſters, 40 Scholars, 
and 12 Almſmen, beides Receivetb, Regiſters, a eee 
lectors and other Officers, the Principal being the High Steward of 
Weſtminſter. This Church ſtill continues, as ſaid to have been deſign d 
from its firſt Foundation, the Place of Burial, for the Monarchs of this 
Wand, and their Royal Families, whereof a very great Number lies 
there interr'd, very few having been laid in other Places. Beſides them, 
many oß the gr=atelſt Perſons, both of the Clergyand Laity have deſit' d 
to lie in the ſame ; ſo that perhaps ſcarce any Church in Chriſtendom 
has the Remains of more illuſtrious Perſons, and conſequently ſo many 
ſtately and beautiful Monuments and Tombs, among which are ſome 
of the moſt exquiſite Workmarſhip, and ſingular Magnificence, tho* much 
impair'd by Time. Francis Atterbury, Bp. of Rocheſter, is the preſent Dean. 
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Y whom, or ag what time this Church was founded does not ap- 
pear, which, beſides all others" is a ſufficient Teſtimony of its 


Antiquity. That it was in Being before the Days of King William "6

Conqueror, is evident, becauſe in his Survey of all England, common 
call'd Domeſday-Book, we find, that St. Mary, at Southwell, had at Nort- 


wolle 12 Plow Lands by way of Farm, and 6 Plow Lands of its own.

North fide of the Strand, and at a ſmall diſtance Weſtward from 
the City-gate, call'd Temple-Bar. It is dedicated to St. Clement, the firſt 
of the Name, and the 3d Pope after St. Peter, rais'd to that Dignity in 
the Year of our Lord 93, or 94. He ſuffer'd Martyrdom under the Em- 
peror Trajan, being caſt into the Sea with an Anchor about his Neck, 
and ſaid to have wrought many Miracles. The Word Danes was added 
on Account of many. of that Nation there bury'd, and among them 
Harold, a King of theirs. Of the firſt Foundation of this, we have no 
Account, as is the Caſe of moſt Pariſh Churches; but it may be ſup- 
pos'd to be as ancient as the Converſion of the Saxons in theſe Parts ; 
for by what is ſaid above, it appears to have had a Being above 700 


I $ in the Liberty of Weſminſter, in the Counity of Middleſex, on the 


Years. Nor have we any particular Memorialgxelating to it in former 


Times; only Stow tells us as to the latter, that between the Years 1608

Within, the Roof is camerated, ſupported with handſome Columns 
of Wood, of the Corinthian Order, the ſaid Roof and Arches enrich'd 
with Fretwork ; but eſpecially that of the Choir with Cherubims, 
Palm-Branches, Shields, &c. and 6 Pilaſtres of the Corinthian Order, 
painted blue, and the Capitals, Oc. gilt. It is all well Wainſcotted, 
and the Pillars caſed up to the Galeries, which run round the Church, 


except at the Eaſt End. The Pulpit is Oak, curiouſly carv'd: The 


Altar-piece is alſo carv'd Wainſcot of the Tuſcan Order, 

The Length of the Church is 96 Foot, the Breadth 63, and the 
Height 48. The Tower and Turret are 116 Foot high, and therein 
are 8 Bells. It is a Rectory, the Earl of Exeter Patron, and.reckon'd 
worth about 500 J. per Annum, but rated in the King's Books only at

HIS Pariſh-Church was of great Antiquity, and ſuch as we can- 


not find the Original of it any more than thoſe of many other 
Pariſh-Churches, which have generally had the Misfortune to be bu- 


ried in Oblivion, either becauſe there were none that took Care to pre- 


ſerve the Memory of them, or rather becauſe in the various Revolu- 
tions of ſo many Ages as have paſt ſince their Foundations, the Me- 
morials of them have unfortypately periſh'd.. . But this Pariſh- Church 
has been more hardly dealt with than any other we know of in or about 
the City of London; for tho they cannot ſhow to whom they owe their 
firſt Ere&ion, they have, through all Ages preſerv'd their Being; or if 
they have gone to Ruin by Age, or been deſtroy'd by Fire, or other 
diſmal Accidents, they {till aroſe again, and are pepetuated to Poſte- 
rity. It has not been ſo with St. Mary le Strand, which having fallen 
a Sacrifice to the Ambition of one Sacrilegious great Man, remain- 
ed almoſt forgotten for the Space of about 150 Yeaxs, till now reviv'd.

The ſaid Pariſh-Chutch was entirely demoliſh'd, as has been ſaid, in 


the Year 1549, without any Thoughts of rebuilding it till the Yeat 
1711, when an Act of Parliament pals'd for building of 50 new Churches; 
in and about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs 
thereof, Upon the paſſing this Act, a Spot of Ground was pitch'd 
upon in the broadeſt Part of rhe Strand, near to Semerſer-Houſe, and 
where the May-Pole formerly ſtood, for this Church to be built on. 


The next Year being 1712, was laid the Foundation, and the Work 


being induſtriouſly carried on, the Structure has been” finiſh'd this 
Year 1719, that 1s, the Edifſce is entity ere&ed, tho' the inward De- 
corations are not yet brought to Perfection. It is ſmall, being about 
60 Foot in Length, and about 36 in Breadth in the Clear; but to 
make amends for the Smallneſs, it is the moſt beautifnl Pariſh-Church 
in England The Roof is Leaded, on the Sides are ſeveral” Niches to 
be fill d with proper Statues, the Eaſt End is embelliſh'd with Com- 
owers and Foliage, the Weſt End with à proper Por- 
tico, to which is an aſcent of ſeveral Steps. Before the fame is the 
Church-yard, enclos'd with handſome Iron Rails, fix d on a low Stone 
Wall, which range of Rails is carried quite about the Church; on the 


South Side and Eaſt End at a ſmall diſtance from the Structure, but 


on the North Side, cloſe adjoining to it, the Screightneſs of the Ground 
—_— no more Space. The Steeple is anſwerable to the Building, 
being of a proportionable Height, and embelliſh'd by a regular Diſpo- 
ſition of the ſeveral Orders of Architecture. The inſide of the Church 
is anſwerable to the beautiful outſide, adorn'd with Pilaſters gf the 
Corinthian Order, but the vaulted Eaſt End, and Space allotted for the 
Altar exceeds all the reſt. In the middle of it, is carv'd in the Stone a 
Triangle, the Emblem of the holy Trinity, beſet with Cherubs, and 
on each Side of it a Glory in like manner, encompaſs'd with ſuch 
Heads, repreſenting the Supreme Order of the Celeſtial Spirits attend- 
ing the Throne of the Almighty, to whoſe Honour ſuch Majeſtick 
Structures are erected here on Earth; not that an infinite Sovereign 
Being can receive any Addition of Glory or Grandeur from the poor 
Works of Man, but to expreſs the Gratitude of the Creature to his 
Creator, and to ſerve him with the greateſt outward Solemnity, as 
well as the moſt perſect inward Sincerity and Fervour of Spirit. In 
ſhort, this, when finiſh'd, will ſurpaſs all the Churches that have been 
built in this Nation for many Years, allowing for the Bigneſs of it. 
It is to be obſerv'd, that the Pariſh is but ſmall, as well as the Church, 
and that the Officers belonging to the ſame, on the South Side, that 
is, next to Somerſet-Houſe, are choſen by, and ſubordinate to the Pa- 
riſh of St. Clemen- Danes, in the Dutchy of Lancaſter. The preſent

HIS Church was founded ten Years 

after the Perſecution under Diocle ſian 
had ceaſed.

OXFORD. 


HIS City is ſituated on the Southern 
Parts of the County of Oxford, and 
Fi 


ty Miles from London, and at the Influx 
of the Rivers Char wel and Iſis, in an Air ſo 
healthy and in ſo agreeable a Country, that 
it was anciently called Belle ſitum or Fair Scat. 
It is a very ancient City, fair large, and well 
built. Itis the firſt Univerſity in England, 
and perhaps of all Europe, conſidering the 
Number, Riches, and Beauty of its 3 
the large Salaries of its Profeſſors, the fine 
Libraries it is furniſh'd with, the great Pri- 
vileges and Immunities it enjoys, the Num- 


ber and Quality of its Scholars, and the Ad- 


vantages which diftinguiſh it from all other 
Univerſities. There are two Sorts of In- 
habitants in this City, viz, the Students 
and Citizens, but whoſe Cuſtoms and Go- 
vernment are fardifferent, 'The Power and 
Authority of the Univerſity reaches far be- 
yond the Liberties of the Town.

Amzxrivcs is a fine and large City, 
within one Day's Journey of London, 
and Oxford. It is the fecond Univerſity in 
England : Here follows the Origine of it. 
King Segbert founded a College at a Place 
called Grantceſter, which is now only a ſmall 
Village, ſituated on the other Side of the 
Cam; but the Students not finding the Place 
convenient enough, paſſed the River and 
fixt their Abode near the Bridge, for which 
Reaſon the Place was called Grantbridge or 
Cambridge. Sometime after the Town was 
| ſurrounded with Walls, and ſoon became 
populous, becauſe of the Univerſity founded 
there, of which the Beginnings were es 
ſmall as were thoſe of the Town. In the 
Reign of 2 tae Firſt, four Monks came 
to Cambridge, ſettled there, and gave Pub- 
lick Leſſons ina Garret, wherein they taught 
Grammar, Logick, Rhetorick, and Theology. 
In 1284 Hugh Balſbam, Biſhop of Ely, foun- 
ded the firſt College at Cambridge, which he 
dedicated to St. Peter, and that Biſhop was a 
great Benefactor to this College. Edward 
the Firſt erected this Univerfity, which, 
ſince that Time, is ſo much encreaſed, 
that it has now ſixteen fine Colle 


that are richly endowed, There is a large 
but ruinous Caſtle near Magdalen College. 
The preſent Chancellor of this Univerſity 


is, His Grace the Duke of Somerſet, firſt 


Proteſtant Peer of this Realm.
